WHATEVER  HAPPENED  TO 
the  “honeymoon”  period 
that  used  to  go  with  the 
beginning  of  each  new  administra- 
tion? I thought  it  was  supposed  to  last 
for  at  least  a couple  of  months  while 
new  officers  got  acquainted  with  the 
duties  and  cares  of  their  posts. 

I can  tell  you  that  the  new  ANA  Board  of  Governors 
has  not  seen  such  a period  of  grace,  and  in  fact  was  up 
and  running  the  day  after  being  sworn  in  at  the  104th 
Anniversary  Convention  in  Anaheim.  Board  members 
didn’t  waste  a minute  getting  started  on  improving  the 
Association’s  interaction  with  its  members. 

One  of  the  first  innovations  was  an  opinion  poll  given 
to  dealers  who  attended  the  Anaheim  show.  We  wanted 
to  know  how  they  felt  about  the  location,  hours,  atten- 
dance and  accommodations,  and  a significant  number 
responded.  There  were  very  few  surprises,  but  we 
wanted  to  know  with  some  certainty  how  everyone  felt 
about  the  location. 

Attendance  at  the  show  was  around  10,000.  Nearly 
everyone — dealers  and  collectors  alike — felt  that  Ana- 
heim is  an  excellent  convention  city  and  a great  place  to 
visit;  but  that  was  only  half  of  the  equation.  The  dealers 
had  strong  feelings  about  the  onerous  tax  situation  in 
California.  In  fairness  to  the  ANA,  they  understood  the 
tax  laws  were  not  in  place  when  the  convention  site  was 
selected  several  years  ago. 

The  vast  majority  of  dealers  rated  the  Anaheim  con- 
vention as  either  good  or  excellent.  This  is  an  encourag- 
ing statistic.  If  the  dealers  were  content,  that  means  col- 
lectors and  visitors  also  had  a good  show.  In  fact,  visitors

could  not  help  but  have  fun.  There 
was  something  going  on  at  all  times. 
It  was  like  a giant,  three-ring  numis- 
matic circus,  with  several  feature  per- 
formances in  progress  wherever  you 
went.  The  biggest  problem  most  at- 
tendees had  was  in  selecting  which 
special  event  to  attend  at  any  given  time. 

We  still  can’t  get  a good  reading  as  to  which  days  are 
the  most  desirable  for  a major  coin  show.  The  poll 
showed  a preference  for  Wednesday  through  Sunday, 
with  Wednesday  through  Saturday  a close  runner-up.  I 
am  sure  you  have  an  opinion.  I would  like  to  hear  how 
our  members  feel  about  the  days  that  would  be  most 
convenient.  This  has  been  a perennial  problem,  and  it 
needs  to  be  resolved.  Let  us  know  what  suits  you  best. 

There  were  some  complaints  about  the  lack  of  carpet 
on  the  concrete  floor.  I can  sympathize  about  that.  The 
remedy,  however,  is  very  expensive.  This  decision  has  to 
be  considered  individually  for  each  convention  center.  It 
is  a problem  not  overlooked,  but  difficult  to  correct. 

The  other  complaint  frequently  heard  was  the  lack 
of  local  advertising  for  the  show.  Now  that  was  a sur- 
prise. I thought  we  went  all  out  to  make  the  show  known 
to  the  general  public.  In  addition  to  the  usual  radio  and 
newspaper  advertising,  more  than  $10,000  worth  of 
scarce  and  obsolete  coins  were  placed  in  circulation  dur- 
ing the  week  to  draw  attention  to  the  show.  This  special 
event  was  sponsored  by  David  Hall  of  the  Professional 
Coin  Grading  Service.  The  “coin  drop”  got  plenty  of 
local  publicity,  but  failed  to  encourage  many  people  to 
check  their  pocket  change.  Does  that  mean  the  challenge 
of  finding  unusual  coins  in  circulation  has  been  forgot- 
ten? Does  it  take  longer  than  a week  for  such  things  to 
show  up  in  change?  Or  did  the  lucky  finders  simply  keep 
the  coins  and  become  quiet  collectors? 

Thanks  to  the  poll,  we  have  learned  some  things 
that  will  help  us  make  future  conventions  even  better. 
Everyone  remarked  on  the  fine  quality  of  the  Anaheim 
convention  and  what  a good  job  Chairman  Tom  Fitz- 
gerald and  his  hard-working  committees  did.  We  echo 
those  comments,  and  offer  them  our  heartfelt  thanks 
and  gratitude.  •

As  PART  OF  its  expanding  array  of 
collector  services,  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  is  pleased  to  offer  members  direct 
access  to  third-party  coin  grading  following  a five-year  hia- 
tus. In  1990  the  ANA  sold  its  certification  service  to  Amos 
Press.  According  to  the  sales  agreement,  the  ANA  was  pro- 
hibited from  getting  back  into  the  grading  business  until  af- 
ter August  1 of  this  year. 

Late  last  January,  the  ANA  was  approached  by  a grading 
firm  to  consider  utilizing  its  services  exclusively.  At  the  same 
time,  the  ANA  was  formulating  plans  to  expand  collector 
services  and  offer  coin  conservation,  storage  and  identifica- 
tion. The  firm’s  offer  led  us  to  consider  adding  grading  serv- 
ices to  the  growing  list  of  member  benefits. 

At  its  meeting  last  March  in  Atlanta,  the  ANA  Board  of 
Governors  directed  me  to  further  investigate  available  grad- 
ing services  and  report  back  to  the  Board  at  its  meeting  in 
Anaheim  in  August.  I visited  the  operations  of  the  nation’s 
primary  coin-grading  firms  before  requesting  proposals. 
After  reviewing  the  proposals,  the  Board  agreed  to  enter  into 
a five-year  arrangement  with  Numismatic  Guaranty  Corpo- 
ration (NGC),  which  offered  a minimum  of  $275,000  a year 
or  20  percent  of  the  fees  paid  for  coins  submitted  through 
the  ANA  for  grading  by  NGC. 

NGC’s  superb  grading  and  encapsulation  services,  as 
well  as  its  commitment  to  numismatic  education,  greatly 
influenced  the  decision.  Of  particular  interest  was  the  firm’s 
unique  Photo  ProoP”^,  which  provides  digitally-enhanced 
photographs  of  the  coins  graded  and  an  in-depth  history  of 
each  piece. 

The  Board’s  decision  to  name  NGC  as  the  ANA’s  official 
grading  service  was  preceded  by  a careful  examination  of  the 
issues.

I imagine  that  if  a survey  or  poll 
were  taken  to  determine  the  single, 
most  important  benefit  of  belonging 
to  the  American  Numismatic  Associ- 
ation, the  answer  would  be  our 
monthly  magazine.  The  Nmnisniatist. 
While  other  ANA  services  are  fine 
and  dandy,  I think  that  first  and 
foremost.  The  Nuvtisinatist  is  the 
reason  why  most  of  us  remain  mem- 
bers once  we’ve  signed  up. 

If  you  read  the  Association’s  an- 
nual report,  published  every  August 
in  the  magazine,  you’ll  notice  that 
every  cent  of  the  membership  dues  is 
put  into  a “general  fund,”  with  none 
specifically  directed  toward  The  Nu- 
mismatist. If  the  ANA  were  like  the 
National  Geographic  Society  (or  any 
other  large,  nonprofit  organization 
that  has  a magazine  as  its  unifying 
characteristic),  the  majority  of  your 
dues  payment  would  go  to  The  Nu- 
mismatist.

Book  of  U?iited  States  Coins  and  the 
late,  lamented  Whitman  Numis- 
inatic  Journal.

Use  Caution  with  Olive  Oil 

In  regard  to  the  July  installment  of 
“The  Collector’s  Edge”  (“Digging 
for  Dollars,”  p.  891),  I would  like  to 
warn  others  that  olive  oil  is  not  al- 
ways safe  for  dipping  coins.  I have 
seen  large  cents  corroded  by  it  in 
two  or  three  days.  I think  this  hap- 
pens because  olive  oil  is  an  agricul- 
tural product,  not  an  industrial  one, 
and  its  composition  can  vary. 

The  typical,  light  acidity  in  ordi- 
nary olive  oil  is  what  makes  it  such  a 
good  cleaner,  but  a warning  to  col- 
lectors is  warranted:  test  a new  bot- 
tle of  oil  with  “junky”  coins  before 
using  it  on  good  ones.

Designers  Submit  Dollar  Coin  Idea 
to  Mint,  Treasury  Department 

I’ve  been  enjoying  all  the  recent 
controversy  surrounding  the  idea  of 
a new  $1  coin.  As  coin  designers  and 
proponents  of  the  $1  coin,  we  at  the 
Gallery  Mint  Museum  have  taken 
the  initiative  to  design  one  for  pre- 
sentation to  the  Mint  and  Treasury 
Department  for  consideration.  In 
our  efforts,  we  addressed  some  of 
the  problems  inherent  with  the  Su- 
san B.  Anthony  (SBA)  and  Eisen- 
hower $1  coins. 

The  SBA  dollar  is  not  only  too 
close  in  size  to  the  quarter  dollar, 
but  its  proportions  are  too  similar 
as  well.  It  doesn’t  look  like  a Lhiited 
States  dollar.  Almost  evert'one  who 


“There’s  Floyd,  the  Washburns’  kid.  Nice  boy,  but  struck  on  an  incomplete 
planchet,  if  you  catch  my  meaning,’’ 
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used  these  eventually  spent  one  as 
a 2 5 -cent  piece.  Our  proposed  dol- 
lar is  larger  and  thicker  (28mm  x 
3mm)  than  the  SBA,  but  not  as 
cumbersome  as  the  Eisenhower 
dollar.  However,  the  new  coin  has 
the  “feel”  of  a U.S.  dollar,  and  its 
thickness  enables  higher  relief  and 
better  coinability. 

Gold-tone  alloy  is  another  way  to 
set  this  coin  apart  in  a handful  of 
change.  Our  die  trials  were  struck  in 
standard  brass,  but  we  are  suggesting 
something  more  tarnish-resistant 
and  a bit  lighter  in  weight,  similar  to 
Spain’s  100-peseta  piece  (perhaps  an 
aluminum-bronze). 

A profile  of  Liberty  is  featured 
on  the  obverse;  a strong  eagle  on 
tbe  reverse — clean,  classic,  but  dis- 
tinctly American  designs.  “E 
Pluribus  Unum”  and  “In  God  We

Trust”  are  inscribed  in  large,  read- 
able letters  around  the  edge.  This 
approach  “cleans  up”  the  obverse 
and  reverse,  making  a more  attrac- 


tive composition.  Admittedly,  this 
would  be  difficult  and  expensive  for 
the  Mint  to  tool  up  for,  but  would 
serve  as  a good  security  device  and 
make  the  coin  more  attractive  and 
interesting  to  all  who  view  it.

Columnists  Evoke  Fond 
Memories  and  Overdue  Praise 

I’ve  just  returned  from  a very  enjoy- 
able half-week  at  the  ANA’s  anniver- 
sary convention  in  Anaheim.  As 
usual,  my  flight  home  was  largely 
occupied  by  reading  various  pieces 
of  literature  acquired  at  the  show. 
Among  these  was  the  August  issue  of 
The  Numismatist.  I found  a couple  of 
the  columns  particularly  evocative, 
as  they  touched  on  topics  that  re- 
minded me  of  my  fairly  recent  re- 
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location  to  New  Jersey  and  how 
much  I miss  old  friends  in  my  native 
California  (many  of  whom  were  re- 
sponsible for  planning  the  outstand- 
ing convention  just  concluded). 
Since  my  brief  return  to  California 
has  put  me  in  a nostalgic  mood  and 
I’ve  been  meaning  to  compliment 
these  columnists  in  print  for  quite  a 
while  anyway,  this  seems  a most  ap- 
propriate time. 

The  first  of  these  writers  is  Ed 
Rochette,  whose  August  column 
focuses  on  “The  Lonely  Ones” 
(p.  991).  It  reminded  me  of  an  indi- 
vidual who  nearly  fit  Rochette’s  pro- 
file of  the  loner  who  keeps  to  him- 
self at  coin  club  meetings  and 
seldom  is  noticed,  even  when  death 
causes  his  abrupt  absence.  By  coinci- 
dence, this  collector’s  name  also  was 
Ed,  and  I knew  him  casually  from  at- 


tending meetings  of  the  Liberty  Nu- 
mismatic Society  in  Millbrae,  Cali- 
fornia. Although  this  Ed  was  a little 
more  outgoing  and  social  than  the 
individual  described  by  Rochette 
(and  I believe  he  did  have  some  fam- 
ily), his  confinement  to  a wheelchair 
seemed  to  make  him  a bit  self-con- 
scious, and  he  didn’t  mix  to  the  same 
extent  as  other  members.  After  a 
year  or  two  of  attending  meetings 
semi-regularly,  Ed  just  seemed  to 
vanish.  Some  months  later,  we 
learned  of  his  passing,  which  was 
duly  noted  in  the  club  newsletter. 

It  was  only  later  in  that  same  year 
that  I was  reminded  of  this  unassum- 
ing and  easygoing  figure.  Apparently 
his  estate  had  been  sold  to  a local 
collector  or  dealer,  as  a subtle  re- 
minder of  his  collection  turned  up 
without  fanfare.  Our  club  hosts  an 


annual  sale  of  numismatic  books 
each  October  to  raise  funds  for  the 
treasury.  Anything  even  remotely 
qualifying  as  numismatic  literature  is 
included,  and  a number  of  used  coin 
albums  and  folders  turn  up  each 
time.  (Since  I collect  these  by  title 
and  edition.  I’m  usually  the  big- 
gest buyer.) 

The  1994  book  sale  featured  a 
particularly  rich  offering  of  folders. 
After  sorting  through  the  various 
prizes  I’d  acquired  and  giving  the 
more  common  titles  to  the  junior 
members,  I was  left  with  some  fairly 
scarce  and  pristine,  first-edition 
Whitman  folders  for  Canadian 
coins.  Taking  these  home,  I antici- 
pated cataloging  them  for  my  collec- 
tion the  following  weekend.  It  was 
only  then  that  I noticed  the  return- 
address  labels  pasted  into  each  one. 
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These  folders  had  belonged  to  Ed. 
The  coins  long  gone,  these  were  his 
final,  numismatic  legacy.  Although 
I’ve  since  acquired  duplicates  of  many 
of  these  folders,  Ed’s  will  remain  with 
me  as  a reminder  of  someone  I should 
have  gotten  to  know  better. 

I also  want  to  acknowledge  Pete 
Smith’s  column,  “Names  in  Numis- 
matics,” which  I’ve  relished  since  its 
inception.  Rather  than  reminding 
me  of  California,  the  August  install- 
ment (“The  Mint  ‘Stable  Refuse’ 
Scandal,”  p.  980)  reminded  me  in- 
stead of  my  adopted  home.  New  Jer- 
sey, since  it  related  a tale  of  one  of 
that  state’s  most  distinguished  native 
sons:  Elias  Boudinot. 

It  was  just  a few  weeks  previous 
that  I’d  finished  reading  George 
Adams  Boyd’s  comprehensive  1952 
biography  of  Boudinot,  published  by 


Princeton  University.  In  this  de- 
lightful book,  the  “stable  refuse 
scandal”  is  covered  in  some  detail, 
along  with  other  aspects  of  Boudi- 
not’s  bitter  feud  with  his  former 
friend  Benjamin  Rush.  I strongly 
recommend  this  volume  to  anyone 
interested  in  early  Mint  history  and 
in  the  colonial,  confederational  and 
early  federal  periods  in  general. 
Boudinot  has  been  quite  unfairly 
overlooked  among  the  pantheon  of 
Pounding  Fathers.  A reluctant  hero 
and  a man  of  firmly  held  faiths  and 
prejudices,  he  was  nevertheless  pres- 
ent and  an  active  participant  in  most 
aspects  of  our  nation’s  birth. 

What  made  this  book  so  interest- 
ing and  Smith’s  column  so  timely  is 
that  Boudinot  and  his  circle  of  friends 
nearly  all  were  from  New  Jersey,  a 
place  whose  history  I knew  only  su- 


perficially before  moving  here.  Al- 
though I purchased  the  Boyd  hook  in 
a George  Kolbe  auction  more  than  1 0 
years  ago,  fate  saw  to  it  that  I wouldn’t 
have  the  inclination  to  actually  read  it 
until  after  my  move. 

By  recalling  Boudinot’s  name  and 
those  of  other  individuals  whose 
lives  influenced  the  course  of  numis- 
matics either  directly  or  indirectly, 
columnist  Pete  Smith  is  performing 
an  important  service  to  the  hobby. 
I’ll  continue  to  look  forward  to  each 
installment  as  it’s  published.

ISRAEL: 

Liberation  Medal  Displays 
Moving  Symbolism 

An  art  medal  symbolizing  the  50th 
anniversary  of  liberation  after  World 
War  II  has  been  released  in  silver 
and  bronze  by  the  Israel  Govern- 
ment Coins  and  Medals  Corpora- 
tion. It  was  designed  by  Mark  Sal- 
man, a Russian  medalist  newly 
immigrated  to  Israel. 

Salman  based  his  work  on  the 
“liberation”  monument  by  Ameri- 
can sculptor  Nathan  Rapoport  that 
stands  in  Liberty  State  Park  in  New 
Jersey.  The  medal’s  obverse  depicts 
a moving  scene  of  an  American 
soldier  as  “Liberator  of  the  Op- 
pressed,” as  he  clutches  a victim  in 
his  arms. 

The  reverse  consists  of  a globe 
with  the  letter  “V”  for  victory  above 
and  the  number  “50”  below.  Encir-

It  meas- 
ures 82mm  in  diameter  and  weighs 
12  ounces.  It  is  the  first  medal  issued 
by  Israel  that  is  cast  rather  than 
struck.

CANADA: 

Platinum  Set  Captures 
Lynx  in  Natural  Habitat 

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  (RCM) 
recently  introduced  its  1995  plat- 
inum proof  set,  which  portrays  the 
Canada  lynx  in  its  natural  habitat.  In 
response  to  collectors’  requests,  the 
RCM  will  offer  both  a four-piece 
set  (1-,  V2-,  V4-  and  Vio-ounce  coins) 
and  individual  V2-  and  Vio-ounce 
pieces.  A maximum  mintage  of  1,500 
sets  worldwide  has  been  established. 

The  common  obverse  carries  a 
contemporary  portrait  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  II  by  Dora  de  Pedery- 
Hunt;  the  reverses  were  designed 
by  wildlife  artist  Michael  Dumas. 
The  1 ounce  depicts  a mother  lynx 
guarding  her  three  young  kittens, 
the  V2  ounce  features  a lynx  on  the 
prowl,  the  V4  ounce  depicts  two  kit- 
tens exploring,  and  the  Vio  ounce 
shows  a lynx  in  profile. 

Made  of  .9995  fine  platinum,  the 
1 ounce  has  a face  value  of  $300;  the 
V2  ounce,  $150;  the  V4  ounce,  $75; 
and  the  Vio  ounce,  $30.

A bronze  medal  issued  by  the  Israel  government  on  the  50th  anniversary  of  libera- 
tion carries  a moving  message  executed  by  Russian-born  medalist  Mark  Salman. 
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The  coins  in  the  1995  platinum 
set,  as  well  as  the  V2-ounce  proof 
coin,  are  individually  encapsulated 
and  packaged  in  a mahogany  case, 
lined  with  green  fabric,  in  a green, 
flocked  box.  When  purchased  sepa- 
rately, the  Vio-ounce  coin  is  encap- 
sulated and  presented  in  a burgundy 
case  with  white  satin  lining.

ANDORRA: 

Coin  Marks  Admission  to 
Council  of  Europe 

The  Principality  of  Andorra  issued  a 
commemorative  silver  10  diners  to 
mark  its  November  10,  1994,  admis- 
sion to  the  Council  of  Europe.  Ap- 
proval of  Andorra’s  entry  allows  the 
small  country  to  contribute  actively 


to  the  formation  and  development  of 
a new  Europe. 

The  work  of  Italian  artist  Guido 
Veroi,  the  obverse  shows  a woman 
carrying  the  coat  of  arms  of  Andorra 
through  an  arch  adorned  with  12 
stars,  symbolizing  the  country’s  en- 
try into  the  Council.  The  reverse 
bears  the  Andorra  coat  of  arms,  the 
face  value  and  the  inscription  ECU. 

Having  a diameter  of  38.7mm  and 
weighing  31.6g,  the  milled-edge, 
sterling  silver  10  diners  was  pro- 
duced by  the  Spanish  Mint  (Eabrica 
Nacional  de  Moneda  y Timbre). 
Mintage  is  limited  to  35,000  pieces.

Channel  Island  Coins 
Dedicated  to  Liberation 
and  the  Queen  Mother 

The  Channel  Island  of  Alderney  re- 
cently released  two  1995  proof  gold 
and  silver  commemorative  coin  is- 


sues. One  recalls  V-E  Day,  the  other 
honors  Queen  Elizabeth  the  Queen 
Mother  on  her  95th  birthday. 

After  the  total  evacuation  of  her 
population  to  mainland  Britain  dur- 
ing World  War  II,  Alderney  was 
occupied  by  Germany  and  used  as 
an  enemy  fortress.  Today  Alderney 
honors  those  who  gave  their  lives 
in  the  war  and  celebrates  50  years  of 
peace  with  £1  and  £2  coins. 

The  £1  has  a stylized  design  fea- 
turing the  intertwined  letters  “V” 
and  “E”  superimposed  on  a silhouet- 
ted dove  bearing  an  olive  branch. 
The  £2  depicts  the  vessel  carrying 
the  people  of  Alderney  on  their  joy- 
ous return  home  in  December  1945.

“Work  al- 
ready has  begun  on  the  upcoming 
Early  Spring  Convention  in  Tucson 
in  March  of  next  year,”  comments  a 
weary  Brettell,  “and  plans  for  the 
105th  Anniversary  Convention  in 
Denver  are  forging  ahead.” 


Tucson  Named  New  Site 
of  1 996  ANA  Early 
Spring  Convention 

The  1996  American  Numismatic 
Association  Early  Spring  Conven- 
tion will  be  held  in  Tucson,  Arizona, 
March  14-16.  Meeting  at  the  ANA’s 
headquarters  in  Colorado  Springs, 
Colorado,  the  Board  of  Governors 
responded  to  requests  from  a grow- 
ing number  of  members  and  agreed 
to  move  the  convention  site  from 
Santa  Clara,  California.  Further,  the 
Board  unanimously  agreed  that  the 
ANA  would  not  consider  any  con- 
vention sites  in  California  until  the 
unfavorable  tax  situation  in  the  state 
is  eliminated. 

Explains  ANA  President  Kenneth 
Bressett,  “Because  of  the  hostile  tax 
climate  in  California  and  the  con- 
cerns voiced  by  most  of  the  dealers 
who  will  attend  the  show,  the  Board 
felt  it  was  being  responsive  in  mak- 
ing the  change  to  Tucson.  We  con- 
sidered the  dealers  who  demon- 
strated their  support  for  the  show  in 
Santa  Clara  and  ANA’s  earlier  com- 
mitment to  hold  its  Early  Spring 
Convention  there.  However,  we  also 
listened  to  the  members  and  dealers 
who  urged  us  to  move  the  show  to 
another  site.  We  considered  that  the 
change  would  attract  additional 
dealers  to  the  three-day  event.” 

In  1993  the  ANA  Board  of  Gover- 
nors selected  sites  for  the  Associa- 
tion’s 1994,  1995  and  1996  Early 
Spring  Conventions — New  Orleans, 
Atlanta  and  the  San  Erancisco  Bay 
area  (specifically,  San  Mateo,  Santa 
Clara  or  San  Jose),  respectively. 
Tucson  was  considered  at  that  time 
as  a possible  backup  site. 

Brettell  reports  that  table  sales  for 
the  1996  Early  Spring  Convention 
in  Santa  Clara  were  below  expecta- 
tions, and  dealers  were  canceling. 
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She  anticipates  that  news  of  the  site 
change  to  Tucson  will  generate  an 
active  bourse.  The  ANA’s  auction- 
eer, Heritage  Numismatic  Auctions 
of  Dallas,  Texas,  had  contracted 
with  the  Association  based  on  the 
Santa  Clara  site,  but  has  agreed  to 
the  Tucson  site. 

The  Tucson  Convention  Center 
is  in  the  heart  of  the  220-year-old 
city  that  is  alive  with  the  character, 
diversity  and  charm  of  the  South- 
west. Served  by  most  major  air- 
lines and  all  regional  air  carriers, 
Tucson  will  offer  an  ideal,  temper- 
ate climate  for  the  show.  The  Board 
selected  the  Tucson  Coin  Club  as 
host  club  for  the  show  and  ap- 
pointed ANA  district  delegate  and 
club  officer  Anthony  (“Tony”)  Tu- 
monis  as  general  chairman.

Provides  Lively  Forum 
for  Exchange  of  Ideas 

Marketing  numismatic  products  to 
an  international  audience  was  the 
topic  of  discussion  during  the  ANA’s 
second  World  Alint  Council  (WMC), 
held  August  15  in  conjunction  with 
the  Association’s  104th  Anniversary 
Convention  in  Anaheim,  California. 
The  day-long  seminar,  attended  by 
approximately  80  representatives 
from  world  mints  and  other  numis- 
matic concerns,  opened  with  Louis 
Cunningham,  vice  president  of  At- 
lanta Centennial  Olympic  Properties 
(ACOP),  who  explored  the  demo- 
graphics of  U.S.  collectors.  He 
noted  that  the  average  hobbyist  is  50 
years  old,  has  an  annual  income  of 
$50,000,  and  allocates  $500  or  more

each  year  for  coin  purchases.  Thirty 
percent  of  numismatists  have  collec- 
tions valued  at  $25,000  or  more. 

What  collectibles  are  hot  right 
now?  “Sports  memorabilia,  pins  and 
trading  cards,”  says  Cunningham. 
He  explained  that  the  ACOP  is  ex- 
ploring packaging  U.S.  Olympic 
coins  with  different  “ride  alongs,” 
such  as  commemorative  pins.  In  this 
way,  he  says,  “you  can  market  several 
coins  to  one  individual.”  He  also 
stressed  the  importance  of  employ- 
ing “bold,  daring”  initiatives  to  en- 
courage young  collectors. 

Former  U.S.  Mint  Director  David 
J.  Ryder,  who  now  operates  his  own 
consulting  firm,  prefaced  his  talk  on 
“Direct  Marketing  to  a U.S.  Audi- 
ence” by  commenting  on  the  abun- 
dance of  “coin  products”  created  by 
an  “over-zealous  Congress.”  Noting 
that  more  than  40  million  coins  and 
medals  were  authorized  by  Congress 
between  1992  and  1993,  he  charac- 
terized the  current  state  of  affairs  as 
“too  many  programs,  too  many  coins, 
in  an  oversaturated  market.” 


The  World  Mint  Council  lunch- 
eon was  sponsored  by  Krause  Publi- 
cations, which  took  advantage  of  the 
international  gathering  to  officially 
present  the  World  Coin  News  1993 
“Coin  of  the  Year”  awards.  China’s 
150  yuan  was  named  “Best  Silver 
Coin”;  Fiji’s  silver  $10,  “Best 
Crown”;  the  Czech  Republic’s  bi- 
metallic 50  korun,  “Best  Trade 
Coin”;  Gibraltar’s  copper-nickel  1 
crown,  “Most  Popular  Coin”;  Aus- 
tria’s silver  500  schilling,  “Most 
Artistic  Coin”;  Andorra’s  silver  20 
diners  ecu,  “Most  Innovative  Coin- 
age Concept”;  and  Poland’s  300,000 
zlotych,  “Most  Inspirational  Coin.”

Historically  Significant  Coin”  (silver

ANA  to  Pursue 
Change  in  the  U.S. 
Commemorative  Program 

ANA  President  Kenneth  Bressett 
will  lead  the  Association’s  drive  to 
find  solutions  to  the  current  glut  of 
United  States  commemorative  coins. 
Responding  to  the  collecting  com- 
munity’s growing  disenchantment 
with  the  rising  number  of  commem- 


orative coins  issued  by  the  United 
States  Mint,  the  ANA  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors passed  a resolution  that 
launches  an  initiative  to  convince 
Congress  to  mend  the  commemora- 
tive coin  program. 

The  resolution  was  approved  at 
a meeting  in  Colorado  Springs, 
Colorado,  on  September  15,  where 
Bressett  was  joined  by  his  eight  fel- 
low Board  members  in  recognizing 
the  outrage  voiced  by  many  collec- 
tors in  connection  with  the  number 
and  types  of  commemorative  coins 
being  struck  by  the  Mint. 

Says  Bressett,  “I’m  going  to  take 
an  active — a very  active — role  in 
working  with  the  Mint  and  Congress 
to  stop  this  proliferation  of  com- 
memorative coins  and  offer  sugges- 
tions on  how  to  correct  it.  In  talking 
with  Phil  Diehl  [director  of  the 
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Mint],  we  recognize  that  he,  the  Cit- 
izens Commemorative  Coin  Advi- 
sor)' Committee  (CCCAC)  and  the 
ANA  agree  on  many  aspects  of  this 
issue,”  Bressett  explains.  “However, 
it  is  time  to  work  more  direcdy  with 
members  of  Congress  who  are  con- 
tinually promoting  new  commemo- 
rative coin  programs.” 

In  a telephone  conference  call 
with  the  Board  on  September  14, 
Diehl  said,  “Over  the  last  10  years, 
more  and  more  groups  have  become 
aware  of  commemorative  coin  pro- 
grams and  sought  to  use  them 
to  raise  funds.  We  [Diehl  and  the 
CCCAC]  share  many  of  the  same 
concerns  the  ANA  and  collectors 
have  over  these  programs.  We  have 
recommended  to  Congress  that  we 
greatly  restrict  the  number  of  pro- 
grams, reduce  the  number  of  issues 


in  each  program  and  have  more 
appropriate  themes.” 

Bressett  says  he  will  not  only  voice 
the  dissatisfaction  collectors  have 
with  current  commemorative  coin 
programs,  but  also  offer  the  numis- 
matic community’s  suggestions  for 
reform  to  Representative  Michael 
Castle  (R-Delaware),  chairman  of 
the  House  Domestic  and  Interna- 
tional Monetary  Policy  Subcommit- 
tee; and  Senator  Alfonse  D’Amato 
(R-New  York),  chairman  of  the  Sen- 
ate Banking,  Housing  and  Urban  Af- 
fairs Committee.  To  assist  him, 
Bressett  has  appointed  an  ad  hoc 
committee  that  includes  ANA  Exec- 
utive Director  Robert  J.  Leuver  and 
ANA  members  Q.  David  Bowers 
and  Reed  Hawn. 

ANA  members  began  sounding 
the  alarm  about  the  U.S.  commem- 


orative com  program  two  years  ago 
in  a poll  conducted  by  the  Associa- 
tion. Not  only  did  a majority  of  the 
respondents  express  dissatisfaction 
with  commemorative  coin  themes, 
but  more  than  80  percent  also  said 
they  wanted  commemorative  coins 
to  be  issued  as  circulating  pieces.  •

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THE  ADOPTIVE  EMPERORS: 
COINAGE  OF  ROME’S  ZENITH 


The  English  historian  Edward  Gibbon  termed  the  second  century  A.D.  the  “hap- 
piest age  in  history."  Between  96  and  180  A.D.,  the  Roman  Empire  was  ruled  by  a 
series  of  capable  emperors.  After  the  assassination  in  A.D.  96  of  Domitian,  the  last 
of  the  Flavian  emperors,  the  Senate  chose  one  of  their  own  members,  the  elderly 
Nerva,  to  succeed  to  the  throne.  To  secure  the  support  of  the  army,  the  new  em- 
peror adopted  the  general  Trajan  as  his  son  and  heir  in  A.D.  97.  This  adoption  set 
a precedent,  for  the  next  four  emperors-Trajan,  Hadrian,  Antoninus  Plus,  and  Mar- 
cus Aurelius-would  come  to  the  throne  as  the  adoptive  son  of  their  predecessor. 
Under  these  “adoptive  emperors,”  the  Roman  Empire  would  reach  the  zenith  of  its 
power  and  prosperity. 

In  A.D.  98,  Trajan  became  emperor  upon  the  death  of  Nerva.  Under  Trajan,  the 
Roman  Empire  underwent  its  last  significant  territorial  expansion.  After  two  cam- 
paigns (A.D.  101-102  and  105-106),  Trajan  annexed  the  Kingdom  of  the  Dacians 
(modern  Romania).  In  A.D.  105,  the  Kingdom  of  the  Nabataeans  was  converted 
into  the  Roman  province  of  Arabia  Petraea.  In  A.D.  114,  a dispute  with  Parthia  led 
Trajan  to  annex  Armenia  and  invade  Mesopotamia.  In  A.D.  116,  Mesopotamia  was 
declared  a Roman  Province.  However,  rebellions  in  the  East,  including  those  of 
the  Jews,  forced  Trajan  to  retreat.  He  died  in  A.D.  117  before  he  could  resume 
campaigning  in  the  East.  Before  his  death,  Trajan  named  his  adopted  son  Hadrian 
as  his  heir. 

The  reign  of  Hadrian  was  one  of  consolidation.  The  new  emperor  gave  up  Tra- 
jan's eastern  conquests-Armenia  regained  its  former  status  as  a Roman  vassal 
state.  Other  frontiers  were  strengthened.  In  Britain,  the  wall  he  built  to  defend 
against  the  Scottish  tribes  is  still  to  be  seen.  Hadrian  spent  most  of  his  reign  out- 
side of  Italy,  touring  the  provinces  to  see  first-hand  what  were  each  territory’s 
needs.  In  A.D.  136,  Hadrian  adopted  a certain  L.  Ceionius  Commodus,  who  took 
the  name  Aelius  Caesar,  as  his  son  and  heir.  However,  the  death  of  Aelius  in  A.D. 
138  compelled  Hadrian  eo  designate  a new  heir,  Antoninus.  In  turn,  Hadrian  com- 
pelled Antoninus  to  adopt  Lucius  Verus,  the  son  of  Aelius,  and  a newphew  of  An- 
toninus, Marcus  Annius  Verus,  renamed  Marcus  Aurelius.  Hardian  died  later  that 
same  year. 

The  reign  of  Antoninus  Pius  (A.D.  138-161)  was  notable  chiefly  for  its  tranquility, 
although  in  Britain  a new  defensive  line  north  of  Hadrian’s  Wall  was  built  to  keep 
the  Scottish  tribes  further  at  bay.  Also  notable  was  the  long  apprenticeship  of  Mar- 
cus Aurelius,  who  was  named  Caesar  in  A.D.  139.  By  the  time  of  the  death  of  An- 
toninus in  A.D.  161,  Marcus  was  thoroughly  prepared  to  assume  the  burdens  of  of- 
fice. As  it  turned  out,  they  would  prove  to  be  considerable. 

Upon  his  accession,  Marcus  Aurelius  elevated  his  adoptive  brother,  Lucius 
Verus,  to  the  position  of  co-emperor.  Marcus,  however,  was  clearly  the  supreme 
authority.  Marcus  was  to  spend  much  of  his  reign  on  campaign.  Invasions  of  Ger- 
man tribes  from  the  north  and  of  Parthians  from  the  east  bedevilled  the  empire. 
Plague,  brought  back  from  the  east  by  the  army  in  A.D.  166,  swept  the  empire  ( a 
second  wave  of  plague  carried  Lucius  Verus  away  in  A.D.  169).  Despite  these 
shocks,  Marcus  was  able  to  restore  order  on  the  eastern  frontier  and  was  poised 
to  annex  territories  on  the  northern  frontier  at  the  time  of  his  death  A.D.  180.  Mar- 
cus was  succeeded  by  his  son  Commodus,  thus  breaking  the  pattern  of  succes- 
sion through  adoption.  Commodus  proved  to  be  a despot.  With  his  accession, 
Rome’s  greatest  age  came  to  an  end.  The  assasination  of  Commodus  at  the  end 
of  the  year  A.D.  192  ushered  in  four  years  of  civil  war.

Bowlers  Celebrate  1 00  Years  of  Regulated  Play

On  September  9,  1895,  a group  of  bowlers,  bowl- 
ing-alley proprietors  and  representatives  of  bowling- 
equipment  manufacturers  met  to  create 
a universal  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  game 
of  tenpins.  This  year  that  organization,  the  Ameri- 
can Bowling  Congress  (ABC),  celebrates  its  100th  an- 
niversary. Since  its  inception,  the  ABC  has  worked  to 
enforce  uniform  standards  for  lanes  and  equipment, 
and  has  given  rise  to  the  Woman’s  International 
Bowling  Congress  (1916)  and  the  American  Junior 
Bowling  Congress  (1935). 

The  origins  of  bowling  have  been  traced  back  as  far 
as  7,000  years — to  the  Egyptians.  Early  Dutch  settlers 
introduced  the  game  (then  known  as 
ninepins)  to  America  in  1732,  and 
it  has  grown  in  popularity  ever 
since.  When  gambling  on  the 
outcomes  of  bowling  matches 
increased  in  the  early  19th  cen- 
tury, Connecticut  and  New  York 
outlawed  ninepins.  In  an  effort  to  cir- 
cumvent the  authorities,  enterprising 

sportsmen  added  a tenth  pin  to  the  formation,  thus  creating  a legal  game 
that  has  become  an  integral  part  of  American  culture. 

According  to  Robert  Knight,  numismatist  and  proprietor  of  Robert 
Lee  Knight’s  Bowling  Hall  of  Eame  and  Museum  in  Colorado  Springs, 
Colorado  (which  is  not  affiliated  with  the  National  Bowling  Hall  of 
Eame  and  Museum  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri),  the  sport  has  generated  many 
collectibles,  including  tokens,  for  enthusiastic  followers.  “Bowling  tokens 
were  issued  from  the  mid-1880s  through  the  1930s,”  Knight  notes. 
“They  can  be  pretty  difficult  to  find  because  many  people  like  to  collect 
those  issued  by  establishments  in  their  own  cities  and  states.” 

Numismatists  seeking  tokens  from  the  heyday  of  one  of  America’s  old- 
est sports  are  apt  to  find  specimens  in  numerous  denominations,  includ- 
ing 2V2,  5,  10,  1272,  15,  25  and  50  cents.  “Some  tokens  were  good  for 
trade  at  an  establishment’s  bar,”  Knight  explains.  “Others  could  be  used 
in  trade  for  bowling  equipment,  such  as  ball  and  shoe  rentals.” 

Knight  is  quick  to  note  how  much  the  sport  has  changed  in  the  past 
100  years.  “Bowling  establishments  went  from  being  called  ‘alleys’  to 
‘lanes’  to  ‘centers.’  Now  most  places  want  to  be  referred  to  as  ‘bowling 
and  recreation  centers.’” 

Bowling  no  doubt  has  changed  since  its  inception  and  was  vastly  im- 
proved with  the  establishment  of  the  ABC,  but  the  nostalgia  of  the  “good 
old  days”  is  found  in  the  tokens. 
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tory,  production  and  uses  of  money. 
Accompanied  by  a 36-page  curricu- 
lum guide,  posters,  transparencies 
and  other  classroom  aids,  the  pro- 
gram was  designed  for  use  by  ele- 
mentary-school teachers  to  build 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of 
money  among  3rd-,  4th-  and  5th- 
graders.

The  video  is  offered  to  schools 
with  unlimited  duplication  rights  for 
non-commercial  use,  which  means  it 
has  the  potential  to  reach  millions  of 
young  people  with  its  message.  Stu- 
dents also  will  find  the  fast-paced 
style  of  The  Money  Story  attractive,  as 


it  incorporates  animation  sequences, 
original  music  and  documentary  seg- 
ments. Teachers  can  use  the  accom- 
panying materials  to  connect  money 
with  language  arts,  math,  history, 
science,  social  studies  and  art.  A bib- 
liography and  glossary  of  terms  offer 
additional  information. 

The  Money  Story  was  created  with 
the  assistance  of  an  advisory  panel 
composed  of  educators;  specialists 
from  the  U.S.  Mint,  BEP  and  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Fran- 
cisco; and  experts  in  curriculum  and 
media  development.  The  Money  Story 
kit  is  available  to  teachers  of  3rd-, 
4th-  and  5th-grade  students  for 
$4.50  (to  cover  postage  and  han- 
dling). An  interactive  CD-ROM  ver- 
sion of  the  video  is  scheduled  to  be 
released  in  early  1996. 


Hobo  Nickels  Sell  Well, 
Have  Stories  to  Tell 

Hobo  nickels  are  unique  slices  of 
Americana,  and  whether  initially 
traded  for  a night’s  lodging  or  a 
good,  hot  meal,  each  one  has  a his- 
tory all  its  own.  The  Original  Hobo 
Nickel  Society  (OHNS)  is  dedicated 
to  preserving  these  pieces  of  the 
past,  and  one  way  members  fulfill 
this  goal  is  by  holding  auctions. 
OHNS  president  Dallas  Shaw  con- 
siders these  events  very  important 
because  they  “provide  a source  of 
original  hobo  nickels  to  society 
members  and  non-members  alike.” 

OHNS  auctions  are  particularly 
significant  because  of  the  rarity  of 
the  pieces  involved.  The  Society’s 
vice  president.

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hobo  nickels  in  collections  represent 
only  a miniscule  part  of  those  that 
were  carved.  Probably  95  percent 
of  the  hobo  nickels  in  existence  are 
sitting  in  people’s  drawers,  trunks 
and  attics.” 

The  Society  held  a floor  and  mail- 
bid  auction  in  Anaheim  during  the 
ana’s  104th  Anniversary  Conven- 
tion this  past  August,  and  prices  re- 
alized ranged  from  a low  of  $40  to  a 
high  of  $1,000.  “Generally  90  per- 
cent of  hobo  nickels  are  carved  to 
look  like  men  with  beards  and 
rounded  hats,”  Fivaz  explains.  “The 
unusual  ones  that  feature  women  or 
are  carved  on  the  reverse  bring  more 
money.”  Some  of  the  more  unique 
pieces  that  crossed  the  block  include 
one  depicting  a woman  named  “Mo- 
nique” and  another  carved  on  both 
obverse  and  reverse.

As  Fivaz  notes,  “Each  hobo 
nickel  is  unique  in  that  it  began  life 
as  an  Indian  Head  nickel  and  was 
hand-carved,  using  the  design 
of  the  Indian  or  buffalo  as  a base, 
and  modified  to  represent  another 
design  altogether.  The  Indian  has 
been  redesigned  to  represent  every- 
thing from  clowns,  women  and 
Amish  men  to  other  Indians,  friends 
and  even  self  portraits.” 

Proceeds  from  the  August  auction 
will  go  toward  funding  young  nu- 
mismatist scholarships  to  the  Ameri- 
can Numismatic  Association’s  Sum- 
mer Conference  next  year.

Bureau  Helps  Emerging 
Country  with  Currency 

In  the  July- August  1995  issue  of  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Print- 
ing’s newsletter,  BEP  Communica- 
tor, editor  Jane  Soderquist  explores 
the  difficult  process  emerging  coun- 
tries endure  to  establish  themselves 
as  nations.  Eollowing  30  years  of 
war,  the  recently  formed  country  of 
Eritrea  gained  its  independence 
from  Ethiopia  in  1991.  Last  year, 
Soderquist  notes,  the  Eritrean  gov- 
ernment asked  then  BEP  Director 
Peter  H.  Daly  for  help  in  designing 
its  new  currency. 

The  exciting  and  challenging  task 
fell  to  Clarence  Holbert  of  the  Bu- 
reau’s Design  Center.  Working 
from  photographs  of  the  country 
and  its  people  submitted  in  a gov- 


ernment-sponsored contest,  Holbert 
developed  the  concepts  upon  which 
the  actual  designs  were  created. 

The  Eritrean  government  stipu- 
lated that  the  currency  not  feature 
any  famous  people  (including  the 
president  and  his  family),  but  that  it 
must  reflect  each  of  the  country’s 
nine  ethnic  groups.  Holbert  had  no 
problem  with  these  guidelines  and 
enjoyed  the  experience.  “I  was  hon- 
ored to  have  the  opportunity  to  de- 
sign a currency  . . . that  will  be  the 
mark  of  a nation,”  he  says.  “This  is 
the  highlight  of  my  career!”  The  re- 
sulting notes  (called  “Nafka,”  after  a 
city  the  Ethiopians  failed  to  con- 
quer), reflect  the  true  spirit  of  the 
nation,  depicting  various  men, 
women  and  children  on  the  faces, 
and  scenes  of  the  Eritrean  country- 
side on  the  backs.  •

Software  for 

Collection 

Management 

The  marriage  of  coins  and  specialized  computer  soft- 
ware can  be  a profitable  union  for  casual  collectors  and 
serious  numismatists  alike. 


A variety  of  soft- 
ware programs  can 
help  you  turn  your 
accumulation  of 
coins  into  an 
orderly  collection. 


A LITTLE  MORE  than  a year  ago,  I invited  nearly  every 
company  that  makes  coin  collecting  software  to  partici- 
pate in  a comprehensive  study.  With  so  much  to  choose 
from,  it’s  hard  to  know  what  computer  program  will 
suit  you — and  your  collecting  style  and  interests — best. 
Hopefully  this  review  of  29  programs  (representing  those  publishers  that 
responded  to  my  request  for  information)  will  get  you  started.  If  you  do 
not  fully  understand  the  terminology  used  here,  read  over  the  “Begin- 
ner’s Guide”  on  page  1358. 

Before  you  choose  a program  to  help  you  manage  your  collection, 
decide  what  you  want  to  track.  Have  you  stayed  with  your  present  sys- 
tem of  cataloging  because 
you’re  happy  with  it,  or  be- 
cause refinements  would  be 
too  labor-intensive?  Perhaps 
you’d  like  to  know  which 
coins  you  sold  in  the  last  five 
years  and  what,  if  any,  profit 
you  realized. 

If  you’re  uncertain  what  a 
computer  program  can  do 
for  you,  read  on.  Coin  col- 
lections range  from  fairly 
small  and  specialized  (a  few 
hundred  specimens)  to  vet)- 
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Computer  software  changes  fairly  quickly;  even 
during  preparation  of  this  article,  new  programs  and 
newer  versions  have  become  available. 
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large  and  diverse  (thousands  of  United 
States  and  foreign  coins).  Focus  on  your 
personal  needs,  decide  what  functions  you 
require,  then  select  the  package  that  fits.  If 
a particular  program  interests  you,  contact 
the  manufacturer  and  ask  for  a demo  disk 
to  see  how  it  operates.  “Shareware”  pro- 
grams include  everything  on  disk,  includ- 
ing the  manual,  enabling  you  to  try  a pro- 
gram before  you  buy  it. 

The  following  review  describes  my  ex- 
periences with  given  packages.  Was  the 
program  easy  to  install  and  use?  How 
helpful  was  the  manual?  Were  there  any 
obvious  drawbacks?  Computer  software 
changes  fairly  quickly;  even  during  prepa- 
ration of  this  article,  new  programs  and  newer  versions  have  become 
available.  Check  with  the  publishers  for  updates. 

One  additional  note:  when  you  compare  the  packages  and  fields  avail- 
able for  each,  you  may  find  that  one  or  more  fields  you  need  are  lacking. 
In  such  cases,  you  might  have  to  place  this  information  in  the  “Descrip- 
tion,” “Note(s)”  or  “Comment(s)”  field.  Make  sure  it  is  large  enough  for 
all  the  data  you  wish  to  include. 

Coin  Collection  and  Inventory  (MS-DOS  Version  1.01)  by  Spe- 
cialty Software  includes  a 3 2 -page,  SVzx  11 -inch,  spiral-bound  manual. 
You  will  need  a minimum  of  384  kilobytes  of  RAM  and  at  least  MS- 
DOS  2.11.  The  installation  routine  has  its  share  of  problems.  First,  the 
manual  instructs  you  to  create  directories  and  copy  files  to  install  the 
program.  However,  the  disk’s  installation  routine  is  inconsistent  with 
the  manual.  The  “unzip”  function  did  not  work  for  me  because  it 
copies  files  to  the  “h-drive”  (my  system  has  a “c-drive”  only).  You  cannot 
exit  from  the  print  option  unless  you  turn  on  the  printer  or  restart  the 
computer.  Make  certain  the  paths  point  to  the  correct  subdirectories,  or 
you  won’t  be  able  to  access  files  correctly.  (The  manual  tells  you  how  to 
modify  path  names  used  in  the  program.)  An  improved  Version  1.21  has 
corrected  the  problems  with  the  installation  routine,  subdirectories  and 
print  option,  and  now  is  available  as  shareware. 

The  program  allows  you  to  manage  coins  in  inventory — the  extras 
you  have  for  trading,  gifts  and  such.  Information  on  cents  and  various

sistant,” provides  numerous 
options  in  this  regard. 
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A Beginner’s  Guide  to  Computing 

Computers  aren’t  as  intimidating  as  many  people  think.  The  very  basic  explanation  below  is 
intended  to  acquaint  you  with  some  terms  you  may  encounter  in  your  quest  to  understand  and  evalu- 
ate collection-management  programs. 

Software  comprises  the  programs,  data,  routines,  etc.,  used  in  a digital  computer  (as  distinguished  from  the 
physical  components,  or  “hardware”).  The  program — a logical  sequence  of  operations  performed  by  a 
computer  to  solve  a problem  or  process  data — is  contained  in  a disk  (5  'A  inches)  or  diskette  (3  V2  inches), 
which  is  inserted  in  the  computer’s  disk  drive.  In  essence,  the  program  tells  the  computer  what  to  do. 

The  hard  drive  is  a large,  permanent  disk  capable  of  storing  all  your  programs.  You  must  either  copy  the 
program  to  the  hard  drive,  or  use  the  program’s  “install”  routine  to  accomplish  this  for  you.  You  access  the 
program  and  communicate  instructions  through  the  user  interface.  The  computer’s  responses  to  your 
queries  and  instructions  appear  on  the  monitor,  which  resembles  an  ordinary  television  screen. 

Familiarize  yourself  with  the  program’s  language  and  operation  by  studying  the  user  manual  or  tutorial 
that  comes  with  the  software  package.  You  also  can  refer  to  the  “help”  function,  accessible  through  the 
computer  (“on-line”). 

A field  represents  one  piece  of  data,  such  as  a coin’s  date  or  mintmark.  A record  is  all  the  information 
about  one  coin — a collection  of  fields.  A file  is  a group  of  records,  such  as  all  your  Lincoln  cents.  Your 
database  represents  all  the  information  about  your  entire  collection.  Depending  on  how  you  structure  your 
system,  the  database  could  be  many  different  files  or  just  one.  Some  software  programs  make  this  decision 
for  you.  The  database  program  determines  how  you  enter  the  data  and  how  you  look  at  it,  modify  it,  delete 
it,  sort  it  and  create  tailored  reports.  A look-up  table  features  lists  of  values  from  which  you  can  select. 
Some  lists  can  be  modified,  others  cannot.  Programs  that  allow  user  modification  are  more  flexible. 

Sorting  allows  you  to  arrange  records  in  a certain  order,  such  as  alphabetically  or  by  date.  When  you 
search  the  database,  you  look  for  a specific  record  or  records  based  on  parameters  you  set  — like  calling  up 
all  the  information  on  your  193 1-S  Lincoln  cent  or  all  data  for  cents  dated  after  1958. 

MS-DOS  and  Windows  represent  the  type  of  system  for  which  the  program  was  designed.  DOS,  which 
stands  for  “Disk  Operating  System”  (“MS”  signifies  MicroSoft,  the  publisher),  is  part  of  the  interface  be- 
tween the  computer  and  the  software.  Unless  you  have  a built-in  menu,  you  have  to  learn  DOS  commands 
to  instruct  the  computer  to  execute  programs.  A Windows  system,  on  the  other  hand,  is  characterized  by 
“icons,”  small  pictorial  representations  of  files,  disks,  menus,  options,  or  other  objects  or  features  that  you 
“click”  on  with  your  mouse  to  select  that  function  or  launch  programs. 

A processor  is  the  computer  hardware  component  that  performs  the  computations  directed  by  the  soft- 
ware. RAM,  or  “ random  access  memory,”  is  the  part  of  a computer’s  memory  available  for  programs  and 
documents.  The  contents  of  RAM  are  lost  when  the  computer  is  turned  off.  The  larger  this  memory,  the 
more  complicated  your  collection-management  program  can  be.  Assess  your  computer  system’s  capabilities 
and  compare  them  to  the  program’s  memory  requirements.  ROM  (“read-only  memory”)  contains  informa- 
tion that  the  computer  can  read  but  cannot  change.  The  contents  of  ROM  are  not  erased  when  the  com- 
puter is  turned  off. 

A variety  of  books  offer  detailed  descriptions  of  computer  operation;  check  your  local  library  or  com- 
puter shop.  One  reference  in  particular.  Computers  and  Collecting,  published  by  Jackson  & Davis  Books,  is 
especially  helpful  for  hobbyists.  It  describes  word  processors,  spreadsheets,  communications,  DOS,  W'^in- 
dows,  CD-ROM,  monitors,  modems,  problem-solving  and,  of  course,  how  to  catalog  your  collection. 
Although  this  reference  is  no  longer  in  print,  you  might  be  able  to  find  a copy  at  your  local  libran’.  • 
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The  program  allows  you  to  set  up  storage  loca- 
tions and  containers,  and  determine  the  coins  stored  in 
them  and  the  associated  insurance.

mints  is  provided  on-line.  You  also  can  manage  sources  of  information 
(such  as  magazines,  software,  clubs,  etc.).  Additional  features  include  a 
“Change  in  Value”  field  (from  buy  price  to  current  value)  and  user- 
defined  field  lengths. 

Coin  Collector  (MS-DOS  Version)  by  Andent  has  a 9-page,  SVz  x 
SVz-inch  manual.  You  can  use  this  complete  maintenance  package  for 
any  database  you  design,  although  a coin  database  is  provided.  You  can 
add,  delete  or  change  existing  fields,  which  makes  the  program  very  flex- 
ible. All  reports  can  be  modified,  whether  pre-existing  or  newly  created. 
A “Meeting  List”  file  helps  you  track  appointments,  with  fields  for 
name,  date,  time,  location,  description  and  remarks.  The  “Want  List” 
allows  you  to  include  the  item,  source  and  remarks.  The  “Country”  field 
is  required  only  for  non-U.S.  coins.  Unless  modified,  the  fields  default 
to  a limit  of  20  characters. 

Coin  Collector’s  Assistant  (Windows  Version  1.1)  by  Carlisle  De- 
velopment Corporation  (CDC)  features  a quarterly  update  of  values. 
A few  coin  records  may  not  indicate  market  price  (for 
example,  my  1903-S  $5).  CDC  has  released  an  elec- 
tronic grading  guide  on  CD-ROM  based  on  ANA 
standards,  and  plans  a coin-image  database  and  “Coin 
Dealer’s  Workstation.”  You  will  need  Windows  3.1 
with  4 megabytes  of  RAM,  at  least  2 free  megabytes 
on  your  hard  drive,  and  a 386SX  (or  faster)  processor. 

The  program  is  divided  into  five  sections:  log-on 
and  user-default  information;  “coin  manager”;  “col- 
lection manager”;  “storage  and  insurance  manager”; 
and  “want/sell  manager.”  A variety  of  information 
on  U.S.  coins  is  provided,  including  illustrations.  The 
48-page,  5V2  x 8V2-inch  manual  clearly  defines  each 
function  and  how  to  use  it.  Collections  and  coins  can 
be  added.  For  United  States  coins,  you  select  from 
existing  lists. 

The  various  data  fields — 52  in  all — are  too  numer- 
ous to  cover  here.  The  program  allows  you  to  set  up 
storage  locations  and  containers,  and  determine  the  coins  stored  in  them 
and  the  associated  insurance.  You  can  define  coin-denomination  and 
type  files,  complete  with  date  range,  descriptions,  mintages  and  even 
pictures.  You  can  identify  target  grades  and  prices,  and  compare  them  to 
actual  coins,  as  well  as  define  mintages  and  metal  content. 


Programs  differ  widely  in  the 
quantity  and  variety  of  data 
they  will  accommodate.  Shown 
below  is  a screen  delineating 
some  of  the  fields  available  in 
“Coin  Elite,”  produced  by 
T rove  Software.

Coin  Collector’s  Friend  (MS-DOS  Version  2.0)  by  Fractured 
Femur  Software  is  a shareware  package  with  an  8-page  manual  available 
as  part  of  the  program.  The  publisher  provides  technical  support 
through  bulletin  boards  or  commercial  on-line  services.  The  system  will 
run  on  an  IBM-PC  compatible  with  DOS  2.0  or  higher  and  512  kilo- 
bytes of  RAM.  The  “Note”  field  has  word-processing-like  capabilities. 
A “Status”  field  offers  pre-selected  designations  for  quantity  traded,  sold 
or  inventoried;  a “Grade”  field  accepts  up  to  12  characters  for  mint-state 
grades.  Other  data  fields  include  one  for  condition,  with  nine  pre- 
selected designations. 

Coin  Elite  (Windows  Version  7.02)  by  Trove  Software  includes  a 
100-page,  5V2  X 8V2-inch  manual,  with  a glossary  of  terms  and  com- 
monly asked  questions.  The  program  requires  an  IBM-PC  compatible 
system  with  DOS  2.1  or  higher  and  512  kilobytes  of  RAM.  According  to 
the  publisher,  any  disk  configuration  will  work:  it  will  run  in  Windows 
3.1  with  4 megabytes  of  memory  (minimum)  and  4 megabytes  of  stor- 
age; on  a Macintosh,  the  program  will  run  on  a “Mac  Plus”  system  or 
newer,  and  requires  at  least  512  kilobytes  of  memory,  either  on  a disk  or 
hard  drive. 

I had  difficulty  with  the  installation  disk.  I called  the  publisher,  who 
immediately  shipped  the  file  necessary  to  get  it  working.  When  viewing 
coin  data,  you  can  change  the  placement  of  the  fields.  Reports  can  be 
viewed  on  the  screen,  printed  or  saved  to  a disk.  You  can  specify  how 
the  printed  pages  are  designed.  Additional  data  fields  include  “Set”  (15 
user-defined  options),  “Sell”  (12)  and  “Trade”  (1).  The  program  has  the 
capability  to  automatically  update:  1)  all  U.S.  coins  and  bullion  from 
1793  to  the  present;  2)  all  U.S.  commemorative  coins,  silver  and  gold 
eagles,  and  rolls,  with  optional  database;  3)  all  Canadian  coins  and  bul- 
lion from  1858  to  the  present;  and  4)  all  Mexican  coins  and  bullion  from

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The  1909-S  VDB 

Lincoln  Cent: 

A Tribute 


The  cornerstone  of  20th-century  small  cents,  the 
1909-S  VDB  represents  a pivotal  point  in  American 
numismatics — and  in  one  collector’s  life. 


ONCE  UPON  A time,  finding  a 1909-S  VDB  Lincoln 
cent  in  circulation  was  the  stuff  of  fantasy  in  an  Amer- 
ica powered  by  the  prospects  of  dreams  and  dreamers. 
Why,  one  could  achieve  the  moon  and  stars  with  per- 
severance and  a little  bit  of  luck!  The  thrilling  pos- 
sibility of  discovering  a 1909-S  VDB  was  bigger  than  life,  a port  of 
ShangriLa  for  collectors  and  soon-to-be  collectors  alike!  And,  lo  and  be- 
hold, all  were  equally  eligible,  as  basic  democratic  principles  governed 
the  search.  A touch  of  local  fame  awaited  the  finders/keepers,  and  so  the 
magic  became  legendary  over  a period  exceeding  50  years.  The  Coin  of 
the  Century,  the  Find  of  a Lifetime  for  thousands  of  instantly  rewarded 
seekers.  Many  thousands.  And  therein  lies  both  perspective  and  the  seeds 
of  greatness. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  484,000  minted  were  pounced  upon  like  no 
other  United  States  coin  and  kept  as  centerpieces,  as  trophies.  A Urtual 
flood  tide  of  citizens  from  all  walks  of  life  seized  these  talismans  from 
circulation  in  a half-century-long.  Dutch-tulip-bulb-like  frenzy,  and  rel- 
atively few  pieces  were  lost  to  the  rigors  of  chance.  The  visible  \T)B  ini- 
tials on  the  reverse  could  rev  up  any  dreamer’s  motor!  Finders  often 
viewed  first  the  obverse  . . . and  then  the  reverse,  and  the  rare  experience 
of  success  was  nothing  short  of  sublime  (as  it  thrice  was  for  me  benveen 
1958  and  I960)! 

Following  the  controversy  over  the  clearly  visible  initials  of  designer 
Victor  D.  Brenner,  the  1909-S  Lincoln  cent  sans  \T)B  quickly  appeared, 
the  third  “S”-mint  cent  of  that  year.  Collectors  and  hoarders  grew  ever 
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more  desirous  of  the  challenging  S-VDB,  seeing  the  new  1909-S  obverse 
as  one  more  obstacle  to  overcome,  to  prayerfully  turn  over  in  the  hope 
of  success!  (Imagine  the  1909-S  Lincoln  cent,  later  formidable  in  its  own 
right,  being  regarded  as  a “replacement”  coin  for  the  mighty  1909-S 
VDB,  the  “two-sided”  king!) 

While  the  earlier  1856  Flying  Eagle  and  1877  Indian  Head 
cents  had  been  characterized  by  their  own  “thrill  of  the 
hunt”  (as  had  the  original  prize,  the  celebrated  1799  large 
cent),  the  S-VDB  skyrocketed  to  an  unprecedented 
height  of  interest  from  Day  One,  specifically  August  2, 

1909,  the  first  day  of  issue  of  the  new  Lincoln  cent. 

The  public  excitedly  embraced  this  portrait  coin,  and 
the  shining,  “centsational”  San  Francisco  VDB  de- 
clared the  dawning  of  a new  age. 

In  a swift  departure  from  the  past,  the  1909-S 
VDB,  more  than  any  other  coin  or  contributing  factor, 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  larger  populace,  and, 
in  so  doing,  made  coin  collecting  a public  pas- 
time rather  than  an  avocation  for  just  a few. 

The  S-VDB  set  the  hobby’s  course  for  the 
20th  century,  increasing  multifold  the  ranks 
of  enthusiasts  and  lending  to  the  enjoy- 
ment we  know  today. 

Meanwhile,  the  entire  mintage  was  fair 
game,  and  the  all-time,  all-American  coin 
quest  was  afoot!  (And  now,  25  to  30  years 
after  the  search  was  about  exhausted,  most 
specimens  grade  Very  Fine  or  higher,  praise 
to  the  finders.)  Over  the  years,  demand  for  the 
1909-S  VDB  became  even  greater,  predictably 
effecting  a notorious  sidenote:  the  immensely  pop- 
ular coin  eventually  came  to  be  the  most  counterfeited 
in  our  history  (closely  followed  by  the  also-famous  1916-D  dime).  In 
response  to  the  rush,  rolls  at  a time  were  contrived  outside  the  Mint! 

In  an  ironic  twist  of  fate,  a ro/Vzcidence,  unprecedented  demand 
thinned  the  ranks  of  the  compelling,  but  otherwise  plentiful,  S-VDB, 
while  the  still-circulating  Indian  Head  cents  of  the  1860s  and  70s  (most 
notably  the  1877  and  1869-72)  largely  were  used  up  by  August  2,  1909. 
Emerging  from  a previous  collecting  fashion,  a time  when  the  fledgling 
hobbyist  fancied  annual  proofs  over  pocket  change,  the  preponderance  of 
the  dormant  Indian  Head  key  dates,  lost  to  indifference,  were  worn  and 
damaged  beyond  later  collectability.  Many  were  melted  for  re-coinage  in 
the  1860s  and  ’70s,  and  the  economic  Panic  of  1873  deemed  any  “spend-

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Armentieres  and 
Its  Mademoiselle 

A silver  plaquette  honors  a French  town’s  industrious 
spirit,  while  a simple  tune  from  World  War  I pays  trib- 
ute to  its  most  popular  resident. 


IMMORTAL  FAME  IS  a Strange  thing.  The  Earl  of  Sandwich,  for 
example,  spent  many  years  as  a dedicated  public  servant,  eventu- 
ally rising  to  a position  of  great  renown  and  power,  yet  all  but 
students  of  history  have  forgotten  this.  One  day  while  playing 
cards,  however,  he  asked  a domestic  servant  to  place  a slab  of 
cold  roast  beef  between  two  slices  of  bread;  consequently,  his  name  shall 
live  as  long  as  people  eat  sandwiches. 

So,  too,  the  anonymous  mademoiselle  from  Ar- 
mentieres, France,  is  not  only  immortal,  but  also  has 
spread  the  fame  of  her  native  town  to  the  four  cor- 
ners of  the  world.  What  made  her  the  most  famous 
woman  in  French  military  history  since  the  Maid  of 
Orleans?  The  fact  that  she  hadn’t  been  kissed  in 
40  years! 

Armentieres  was  the  site  of  a number  of  battles 
during  the  First  World 
War.  The  city  itself, 
in  the  department  of 
Nord,  was  an  impor- 
tant center  for  the  tex- 
tile industry,  and  re- 
mains so  to  this  day.  In 
the  years  prior  to  the 
war,  a beautiful,  silver 
plaquette  was  issued  by 
the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  Armentieres 
and  two  of  its  suburbs,  »

Armentieres,  France,  has  long 
enjoyed  a reputation  as  an  im- 
portant center  of  the  textile 
industry.

Bailleul  and  Merville.  This  undated,  rectangular  piece  measures  56  x 
38mm  and  was  executed  by  Edmond  Eugene  Emile  Lindauer,  who  also 
designed  France’s  nickel  coinage  of  1914. 

The  obverse  depicts  the  arms  of  Armentieres  flanked  by  those  of 
Bailleul  and  Merville,  resting  among  branches  of  bay  and  oak.  In  the 
background  stands  the  old  Armentieres  town  hall,  with  its  17th-century 
belfry.  (The  building  was  destroyed  during  the  war  and  replaced  with 
a modern-style  structure  during  the  1920s.)  The  inscription  on  the 
plaquette  reads  CHAMBRE  DE  COMMERCE/D ’ARMENTIERES/ 
BAILLEUL  ET  MERVILLE.  At  the  lower  right  is  the  artist’s  name; 

E.  LINDAUER.

French  sculptor  and  medalist 
Edmond  Eugene  Emile  Lin- 
dauer created  the  silver 
Armentieres  Chamber  of

The  reverse  shows  a worker  weaving  cloth  on 
an  automated  loom.  In  the  lower,  right  corner  is 
a spray  of  plants  and  flowers.  The  inscription 
reads  COMMERCE/INDUSTRIE  TEXTILE/ET 
AGRICOLE.  The  worker  and  his  machine  repre- 
sent the  textile  industry;  the  spray,  agriculture. 

The  First  World  War,  during  which  Armen- 
tieres was  taken  and  destroyed  by  German 
forces,  produced  hundreds  of  patriotic  anthems 
and  jingoistic  songs  of  separation  and  conquest. 
Most  of  them  have  found  their  appropriate  place 
in  the  dust  heap,  but  one,  simple  tune  has  haunted  the  memory  of  the 
English-speaking  world  ever  since  its  composition,  and  certainly  shall  be 
sung  by  people  from  all  walks  of  life  (rendering  it  a true  folk  song)  for 
many  decades  to  come.  The  subject  of  that  song  is  none  other  than  a 
certain,  mysterious  mademoiselle  from  Armentieres  and,  since  1917,  her 
hometown  has  been  more  renowned  the  world  over  for  her  “long  un- 
kissed” state  than  for  its  textiles. 

The  authorship  of  Mademoiselle  From  Armentieres  (or  Hinky  Dinky, 
Parlay-Voo)  is  a controversial  and  unsettled  question.  The  earliest- 
known,  printed  version  of  the  song,  which  surfaced  in  Nancy,  France, 
around  1917  or  1918,  does  not  carry  the  name  of  its  author.  The  words 
and  music  have  been  credited  to  many,  however,  including  Wdll  H\the, 
Harry  Carlton  and  J.A.  Tunbridge,  and  Alfred  J.  Walden  (who  wrote 
under  the  name  of  Harry  Wincott).  The  lyrics  also  have  been  ascribed  to 
Edward  C.H.  Rowland,  with  his  friend  Lieutenant  Gitz  Rice  reportedly 
setting  them  to  music. 

A number  of  claims  also  have  been  made  about  the  sonq’s  oriijins.  One

account  purports  it  was  based  on  a 
waitress  in  an  Armentieres  cafe  who 
refused  to  kiss  a general.  Despite  the 
confusion  over  who  wrote  it  and  who 
inspired  it,  the  song’s  simplicity  was 
catchy,  and  soon  led  to  hundreds  of 
improvised  verses  and  versions.  It 
spread  like  wildfire  among  British, 
Canadian,  Australian,  South  African 
and  American  troops.  A few  opening 
verses  tend  to  reappear,  but  most 
printed  versions  differ  markedly. 
While  the  song  has  a reputation  for 
bawdiness,  most  published  texts  do 
not  reflect  this.  Undoubtedly,  the 
following  renditions  do  not  com- 
pletely represent  the  song’s  entire 
range  of  expression.  The  first  verse 
in  all  versions,  however,  is  fixed:

Mademoiselle  From  Armentieres  was  one  of 
the  most  popular  songs  to  come  out  of 
World  War  I.  Because  it  was  such  a catchy 
tune,  it  spread  among  the  troops,  who 
created  hundreds  of  humorous,  new  verses 
(many  of  which  were  unprintable).  Although 
the  origins  of  the  song  remain  undetermined. 
Denes  Agay,  author  of  Best  Loved  Songs  of  the 
American  People,  notes,  “the  lilt  and  charac- 
ter of  the  tune  strongly  indicate  roots  in 
French  folklore.”

In  most  variations,  the  early  verses  include  mention  of  the  Armentieres 
locale  and  the  mademoiselle,  but  incorporate  such  changes  as: 

Our  top  kick  in  Armentieres, 

Soon  broke  the  spell  of  forty  years. 

or 

She  never  could  hold  the  love  of  a man. 

She  took  her  baths  in  a talcum  can. 

or 

She  might  have  been  old  for  all  we  knew. 

When  Napoleon  flopped  at  Waterloo. 

Subsequent  verses  usually  stray  from  the  original  topic  and  concentrate 
on  the  unpleasantries  and  injustices  of  military  life,  such  as:  “The  offi- 
cers get  all  the  steak /And  all  we  get  is  a belly  ache.”  Thousands  of  dif- 
ferent verses  must  exist. 

The  song’s  international  popularity  is  reflected  not  only  in  the  nu- 
merous renditions  that  have  been  created,  but  also  by  the  many  refer- 
ences that  provide  two  correct  pronunciations  of  Armentieres:  as  it  is 
said  in  French — “ahr-mahn-tyar,”  with  a weak  accent  on  the  first  sylla- 
ble and  a strong  accent  on  the  third,  and  as  it  is  pronounced  in  the 
song — something  like  “are-men-tears,”  again  with  emphasis  on  the  third 
syllable.  However,  to  join  in  the  singing  of  one  of  the  most  popular 
songs  of  our  time,  one  need  not  know  the  original  pronunciation  of  the 
city  where  its  famous,  and  rarely  kissed,  subject  dwelt.  •

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The  Chapman  Brothers:  Career  Dealers 


Most  19th-century 
coin  dealers  turned  to 
numismatics  after  enjoy- 
ing careers  in  other  areas.  Brothers 
Henry  and  Samuel  Hudson  (S.H.) 
Chapman  of  Philadelphia,  however, 
became  coin  dealers  when  they  were 
teenagers  and  were  the  first  Ameri- 
can dealers  to  make  numismatics 
their  lifelong  careers. 

Henry  and  Jane  Hudson  Chap- 
man (both  Irish  immigrants)  had  two 
sons:  Samuel  Hudson  Chapman  was 
born  on  July  15,  1857,  in  Philadel- 
phia; Henry  Chapman  was  born  on 
October  18,  1859,  also  in  Philadel- 
phia. Both  brothers  were  educated  at 
the  Friends  School.  At  age  10,  S.H. 
began  collecting  stamps  and  sea- 
shells.  He  married  Bertha  Jayne 


Bucknell  and  had  three  sons.  Henry 
began  collecting  stamps  at  age  8.  He 
and  his  wife,  Helen  Collins,  had  a

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son  and  three  daughters. 

The  Chapman  brothers  were  dis- 
covered by  Philadelphia  dealer  John 
Haseltine  (profiled  in  last  month’s 
column:  “John  Haseltine:  ‘Numis- 
matic Refrigerator,’”  p.  1245).  Hen-

ry  began  working  for  Haseltine  in 
1875;  S.H.  joined  them  in  1876.  By 
1878  they  had  learned  enough  to  go 
into  business  together.  They  divided 
the  field  of  numismatics  at  the  era  of 
William  the  Conqueror  (circa  A.D. 
1066).  S.H.  was  an  expert  on  the 
coins  of  ancient  Greece  and  Rome, 
while  Henry  specialized  in  coins  of 
the  world  after  1066.  S.H.  also  had  a 
strong  interest  in  U.S.  large  cents, 
and  Henry  formed  an  important  col- 
lection of  colonial  currency.  Like 
many  other  dealers  of  the  time,  they 
included  Indian  relics  and  antiquities 
in  their  stock. 

The  brothers  pulled  off  a numis- 
matic coup  when  they  acquired  the 
Bushnell  Collection  in  1882.  Charles 
Bushnell,  the  Chapmans’  uncle,  died 
in  1880,  and  his  son  sold  the  collec- 
tion, intact,  to  Lorin  G.  Parmelee 
for  about  $8,000.  Parmelee  con- 
signed the  collection  to  the  Chap- 
mans, then  bought  back  many  of  the 
choice  pieces,  possibly  to  establish 
market  prices.  When  the  Parmelee 
Collection  was  sold  in  1890,  many 
of  the  Bushnell  coins  brought  sig- 
nificantly lower  prices.  Because  the 
plated  Bushnell  catalog  was  expen- 
sive ($5),  it  was  1904  before  the 
original  stock  sold  out.  The  sale  re- 
alized $13,950. 

The  more  established  dealers  were 
not  easily  impressed  with  the  preco- 
cious Chapmans.  Others  had  hoped 
to  handle  the  Bushnell  Collection, 
and  there  was  much  criticism  of  in- 
accuracies in  the  catalog.  The  broth- 
ers’ cataloging  skills  improved,  how- 
ever, and  they  continued  to  handle 
the  important  collections  of  the  era. 

S.H.  was  a skilled  photographer, 
and  the  brothers  included  photo- 
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graphic  plates  for  their  first  sale, 
conducted  on  October  9,  1879.  The 
plated  Chapman  catalogs  are  re- 
spected for  the  quality  of  their  pho- 
tographs and  important  material,  as 
well  as  their  reliable  and  extensive 
descriptions.  (They  are  among  the 
most  eagerly  sought  items  in  numis- 
matic literature.) 

During  their  careers,  the  Chap- 
mans produced  22  large-format, 
plated  catalogs  and  26  small-format, 
plated  volumes.  No  more  than  100 
plated  catalogs  were  produced  of 
each  of  the  sales.  It  would  be  more 
difficult  to  acquire  a complete  set  of 
these  catalogs  than  a complete  set 
of  Sheldon-numbered  large  cents 
or  Mint  State-65  Morgan  dollars. 
The  Chapmans  intended  to  include 
photographs  with  their  M.A.  Brown 
sale  in  1897,  but  Treasury  agents 
confiscated  the  plates  as  illegal  re- 
productions of  U.S.  coins.  S.H. 
worked  through  Congress  to  get  ap- 
proval for  coin  dealers  to  publish 
such  photographs.  The  Chapmans 
did  not  produce  another  plated  sale 
until  1904. 

Henry  was  ANA  member  num- 
ber 28.  The  more  gregarious  broth- 
er, he  is  easily  spotted  with  his  full 
beard  in  group  photographs  taken  at 
ANA  conventions.  He  served  on  the 
ANA  Board  of  Trustees  in  1899- 
1901  and  1910-12,  and  as  first  vice 
president  in  1919-20. 

S.H.  was  a classical  scholar  who 
made  trips  to  ancient  lands  to  dig 
for  and  study  relics.  He  was  ANA 
charter  member  number  29.  His  li- 
brary probably  was  the  best  of  its 
time.  He  served  as  librarian  for 
the  ANA  before  it  had  acquired  a 
single  book,  was  the  first  curator  of 
the  “club  collection”  and  was  ap- 
pointed ANA  “counterfeit  detector,” 
serving  from  1892  to  1898.  He  was 
on  the  ANA  Board  in  1913,  1916 


and  1920.  S.H.  also  was  president  of 
the  Archaeological  Society,  vice 
president  of  the  Pennsylvania  Geo- 
graphical Society,  and  served  on 
the  advisory  board  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Archaeology  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania. 

As  partners,  the  brothers  con- 
ducted 83  auction  sales.  They  dis- 
solved their  joint  business  venture 
after  a disagreement  in  1906.  S.H. 
conducted  28  additional  sales  from 

1907  through  1924.  Henry  held  51 
sales  from  1906  to  1932.  He  also 
conducted  the  ANA  convention  sales 
in  1908,  1919,  1924  and  1925.  The 

1908  ANA  convention,  held  in 
Philadelphia,  was  hosted  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Henry  Chapman.  (S.H.  was  out 
of  the  country.) 

Henry  met  young  William  Shel- 
don, who  at  age  10  was  working  for 
the  Arnold  Numismatic  Company  in 
Providence,  Rhode  Island.  As  a 
high-school  student,  Sheldon  spent 
one  weekend  a month  at  Chapman’s 
home  in  Philadelphia.  Sheldon 
checked  Chapman’s  stock  for  rare, 
large-cent  varieties,  earning  $1.50 
for  each  weekend  worked.  (Sheldon 
later  wrote  Penny  Whimsy,  the  classic 
reference  on  early  cents  and  the 
foundation  for  the  70-point  grading 
system  still  used  today.) 

Around  1918  both  Chapman 
brothers  moved  to  new  homes.  Hen- 
ry went  to  333-335  South  Sixteenth 
Street,  where  three  of  the  dwelling’s 
four  floors  were  devoted  to  his  nu- 
mismatic business.  S.H.  relocated  to 
1128  Spruce  Street. 

The  brothers  frequently  exhibited 
at  ANA  conventions  and  partici- 
pated in  a debate  at  the  Association’s 
gathering  in  1920.  Accusations  were 
made  that  dealers  attended  the  con- 
vention with  the  intention  of  selling 
coins  to  members.  (Some  felt  there 
was  no  place  for  commercial  sales  at 


the  conventions.)  The  Chapmans 
defended  dealers’  rights  to  make  cas- 
ual sales  to  the  public  as  long  as  such 
transactions  did  not  occur  within 
the  exhibition  areas  or  at  the  official 
sessions  of  the  convention.  (Sales 
have  since  become  a standard  con- 
vention activity.) 

Henry  Chapman’s  December 
7-17,  1921,  catalog  of  the  John  Story 
Jenks  Collection  is  considered  by 
many  to  be  the  finest  auction  cat- 
alog ever  published.  Listing  7,302 
lots,  it  weighed  more  than  six  pounds. 
The  sale  set  a new  record,  realiz- 
ing $61,379.42. 

S.H.  spoke  about  1794  cents  at 
the  1922  ANA  convention.  His  book 
United  States  Cents  of  the  Year  1 794 
was  published  in  1923.  Large-cent 
authority  George  Clapp  was  very 
critical  of  errors  in  the  descriptions, 
so  S.H.  stopped  selling  the  book, 
and  it  became  one  of  the  rarities  of 
large-cent  literature.  The  book  was 
revised  for  a 1926  edition. 

Samuel  Hudson  Chapman  died  in 
Philadelphia  on  September  22,  1931. 
Henry  died  on  January  4,  1935  (also 
in  Philadelphia).  Henry’s  widow 
continued  to  operate  his  business, 
which  was  managed  by  long-time 
employee  Ella  B.  Wright,  until 
1948.  The  Chapman  library  was  do- 
nated to  the  Free  Library  of  Phila- 
delphia. Henry  was  elected  to  the 
ana’s  Numismatic  Hall  of  Fame  in 
1970.  His  older  brother  has  yet  to  be 
so  honored. 

A numismatic  legacy  was  passed 
from  William  Idler,  who  was  in  the 
coin  business  in  1858,  to  John 
Haseltine,  who  started  in  1869,  to 
the  Chapmans  in  the  1870s,  to 
Sheldon  in  1910.  Just  as  coins  are 
passed  from  one  custodian  to  the 
next,  numismatic  knowledge  also 
is  handed  down  from  generation 
to  generation.  •

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Short  Takes  from  Anaheim 


This  month  I continue 
my  observations  on  the 
ana’s  104th  Anniversary 
Convention  held  in  Anaheim,  Cali- 
fornia, this  past  August. 

On  the  Bourse 

Yes,  I did  manage  to  spend  quite  a 
few  hours  at  the  Bowers  and  Merena 
bourse  table.  There  I had  a chance 
to  make  new  friends  and  see  old 
ones.  It  was  41  conventions  ago  (in 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  in  1955)  that  I 
had  my  first  ANA  bourse  table.  I was 
16 — not  quite  old  enough  to  be  a 
member  of  the  ANA  (the  minimum 
age  was  17),  so  my  father  signed 
a “parental  responsibility”  slip 
for  ANA  General  Secretary  Lewis 
M.  Reagan. 

Back  then  I was  the  “new  kid  on 
the  block,”  having  begun  dealing 
only  two  years  before.  (I  think  there 
are  only  two  other  active  profession- 
als who  have  been  at  the  game  as  na- 
tional advertisers  longer  than  I:  Art 
Kagin  and  Harvey  Stack.)  While  it  is 
nice  to  be  an  “old-timer,”  it  would 
be  fun  to  be  16  again  and  experience 
the  thrill  of  attending  an  ANA  show 
for  the  first  time. 

A collector  from  Michigan  came 
by  my  bourse  table.  W^e  chatted 
about  1796  quarter  dollars  and  how 
Abe  Kosoff  once  sold  a large  group 
of  prooflike  gems  from  the  Colonel 
E.H.R.  Green  estate  at  the  rate  of 
five  or  ten  coins  at  a time.  The  col- 
lector told  me  he  recently  saw  one  of 
these  1796  beauties  and  was  trying 
to  buy  it.  I told  him  that  at  the  1955 
anniversary  convention,  dealer  Aub- 
rey Bebee  showed  me  a prooflike 
1796  (he  might  have  bought  it  from 
Abe  Kosoff,  for  all  I know)  and  said 


he  had  paid  the  record  price  of  $200 
for  it.  (Today  the  coin  would  be 
worth  the  best  part  of  $100,000.)

Another  hobbyist  stopped  by  and 
we  reminisced  about  the  time  in  the 
1960s  when  he  sold  me  a cache  of 
gem.  Mint  State  1835  half  dimes.  I 
couldn’t  recall  the  price,  but  he  said 
it  was  around  $58  per  coin.  (Of 
course  now  they  would  be  worth 
several  thousands  of  dollars  each, 
but  I sold  them  long  ago.) 


The  NLG  “Bash” 

A highlight  of  every  ANA  anniver- 
sary convention  is  the  “Bash”  (as  it 
is  called)  held  on  Thursday  evening 
by  the  Numismatic  Literary  Guild 
(NLG).  This  is  the  closest  coin  col- 
lecting comes  to  a “roast.”  In  a 
phrase,  if  you’ve  accomplished 
something  in  numismatics,  you’re 
fair  game.  The  ANA  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors and  the  U.S.  Mint  are  peren- 
nial favorites,  as  are  dealers. 

The  highest  honor  (a  real,  seri- 
ous, desirable  honor,  by  the  way) 
given  by  the  NLG  is  the  Clemy 
Award,  named  for  the  late  Clem  Bai- 
ley. Last  year’s  recipient  was  Elvira 
Clain-Stefanelli,  curator  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution’s  National 
Numismatic  Collection.  This  is  a 
fine  award  and  is  completely  non-

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political  inasmuch  as  the  current 
honoree  has  the  sole  privilege  of 
choosing  his  or  her  successor. 

This  year  the  laurels  went  to  Beth 
Deisher,  editor  of  Coin  World  since 
1984.  Beth  is  a “news  hawk”  and  edi- 
torial writer  par  excellence,  and  her 
Clemy  Award  was  much  deserved. 
Freedom  of  the  press  is  alive  and 
well  in  numismatics,  and  both  Beth 
at  Coin  World  and  Dave  Harper,  edi- 
tor of  Numismatic  News,  tell  it  like 
it  is.  Over  the  years,  they  have  writ- 
ten many  poignant  editorials  about 
the  ANA,  its  officers,  goals  and  ac- 
tions, and  have  helped  bring  about 
many  improvements. 

Assorted  Vignettes 

One  afternoon  I had  a conversation 
with  a well-known  numismatist  and 
editor  who  handed  me  his  business 
card  for  the  Turtle  Hill  Banjo  Com- 
pany (the  name  reflects  two  of  his 
interests  outside  numismatics).  Who 
is  this  person?  I’ll  give  you  a hint:  he 
lives  in  Maryland  and  has  something 
to  do  with  the  TAMS  (Token  and 
Medal  Society)  Journal. 

Another  time  I happened  upon 
several  camera-toting  journalists  and 
one  video-camera  operator  all  look- 
ing in  the  direction  of  Dr.  Jerry 
Buss,  well-known  Los  Angeles 
sports-team  owner  and  numismatist, 
who  was  going  to  put  several  rare 
coins  into  circulation  as  a publicity 
stunt.  David  Hall  (president  of  the 
Professional  Coin  Grading  Service, 
which  donated  the  coins — un- 
slabbed, I presume)  was  on  hand, 
too,  as  was  outgoing  ANA  president 
David  L.  Ganz. 

Having  heard  a rumor  that  one  of 
the  coins  was  a 1909-S  VDB  Lincoln 
cent,  I reached  into  my  pocket  for 
my  magnifying  glass  and  offered  to 
sell  it  to  Jerry  Buss  for  a penny.  Of- 
fer not  accepted!  We  exchanged  a 


few  remarks  about  the  1913  Liberty 
Head  nickel  that  my  company  once 
owned  and,  in  fact,  had  on  display 
20  years  ago  at  the  ANA  anniver- 
sary convention.  Buss  was  one  of  its 
later  owners;  today  it  is  held  by 
Spectrum  Numismatics. 

How  Did  We  Do? 

You’ve  stayed  in  hotels  that  provide 
a little  card  or  sheet  for  you  to  fill 
out,  answering  the  question  “How 
did  we  do?”  We  all  have  our  little 
pet  peeves  in  everyday  life  (mine  in- 
clude padded  “mailers”  that  spew 
bits  of  paper,  fluff  and  dust  all  over 
the  place  when  opened,  and  tele- 
phone cords  that  become  tangled  af- 
ter the  first  17  minutes  of  use).  We 
also  have  pleasures  (living  in  Amer- 
ica, for  one;  and  pursuing  numismat- 
ics, for  another). 

This  year  the  ANA  deserves  high 
praise  for  choosing  a headquarters 
hotel  (the  Anaheim  Hilton)  adjacent 
to  the  convention  center.  To  go  to 
my  room  to  freshen  up  took  just  a 
few  steps  and  a few  minutes.  Many 
events  were  held  in  the  hotel  itself.  I 
give  this  propinquitous  situation  a 
“10”  on  the  proverbial  scale  of  1 to 
10.  (In  contrast,  last  year  in  Detroit 
it  was  a long  and,  some  said,  danger- 
ous walk  from  Cobo  Hall  to  the 
headquarters  hotel.) 

The  dealer’s  bourse  facilities  at 
the  convention  center  were,  in  my 
opinion,  about  a “4”  or  “5.”  As 
usual,  there  was  no  carpet  on  the 
floor — just  bare  concrete.  The  metal 
girders  overhead  were  hardly  cozy, 
elegant,  high-class  or  anything  else 
bespeaking  fine,  rare  coins.  Tbe 
whole  place  looked  like  an  industrial 
warehouse  and  had  about  as  much 
charm.  (It  doesn’t  have  to  be  this 
way.  The  1975  ANA  convention  in 
Los  Angeles  was  in  the  carpeted  par- 
lors of  the  Alarriott  Hotel.) 


The  ANA  put  on  a wonderful 
program,  with  more  things  to  do  and 
see  than  anyone  could  possibly  take 
in.  Association  officers  and  staff 
members  constantly  were  on  hand  to 
chat,  answer  questions  and  be 
friendly  and  helpful.  I’ll  give  them 
an  “8”  for  this.  (Lynn  Chen,  ANA  li- 
brarian, could  not  attend  because 
of  budgetary  reasons,  and  the  “meet 
the  author”  table  was  not  in  evi- 
dence; otherwise  a rating  of  “9” 
would  be  given.) 

On  its  own,  the  Numismatic  The- 
atre, held  virtually  non-stop  each 
day,  rated  a full  “10,”  as  does  its  co- 
ordinator, James  Taylor.  Ditto  the 
World  Series  of  Numismatics,  al- 
though this  year  I did  not  have  a 
chance  to  peek  in  on  the  proceed- 
ings (last  year  I was  the  judge). 

Attendance  by  collectors  and  busi- 
ness done  at  the  show  get  a “7,”  al- 
though this  is  like  the  proverbial 
blind  men  examining  the  elephant: 
opinions  can  be  vastly  different.  Sev- 
eral dealers  to  whom  I spoke  said  it 
was  slow  and  subsequently  went 
home  early.  Others  said  it  was  great. 
How  about  giving  the  camaraderie  a 
“10”  and  the  business  activity  a “5” 
(about  equal  to  “7”  or  “8”  overall)? 

For  the  tiny  amount  of  space  be- 
tween seats  on  the  new  Boeing  757  I 
traveled  in  from  Boston  to  Califor- 
nia, United  Airlines  receives  a lowly 
“1”  (plus  an  extra  “boo”).  Food  qual- 
ity on  the  same  flight  rates  a “2.” 
Southern  California’s  weather  gets  a 
“10.”  It  was  clear  and  warm  with  no 
smog.  Things  for  the  family  to  do 
while  you’re  looking  at  overdates, 
mintmarks  and  serial  numbers  rate  a 
“10”  (what  with  Disneyland  Hrmally 
next  door). 

Next  year  the  venue  is  Denver, 
Colorado,  with  its  Rock)-  Mountains 
in  the  background  and  the  Denver 
Mint  nearby.  I can  hardly  wait!  •

Marcus  Aurelius  Vale- 
rius Maxentius  was  born 
about  A.D.  279,  the  son 
of  Maximian  (co-emperor  with  Dio- 
cletian from  286  till  305)  and  his  Syr- 
ian wife  Eutropia.  Tradition  has  it 
that  he  led  a most  dissolute  youth, 
but  these  reports  probably  stemmed 
from  hostile  propaganda  circulated 
by  his  numerous  political  opponents, 
foremost  among  whom  was  Constan- 
tine the  Great.  Whatever  the  truth, 
Maxentius  appears  to  have  been  ac- 
corded no  special  honors  or  privi- 
leges during  his  father’s  reign,  living 
in  relative  obscurity  in  Rome  though 
doubdess  he  attracted  a wide  circle  of 
political  adherents. 

To  remedy  the  political  instabil- 
ity that  had  characterized  Roman 
politics  throughout  much  of  the  3rd 
century,  Diocletian  had  decided  to 
introduce  a new  form  of  imperial 
government.  Under  the  “tetrarchy 
system,”  imperial  authority  was  shared 
by  four  colleagues — two  emperors 
(“Augusti”):  one  in  the  east,  the  other 
in  the  west;  and  two  junior  emperors 
(“Caesares”).  Each  of  the  tetrarchs 
was  assigned  a portion  of  the  Empire 
with  the  responsibility  of  government 
and  maintenance  of  the  integrity 
of  the  imperial  frontiers  within  his 
sphere  of  influence. 

Diocletian  reserved  for  himself 
the  eastern  territories  of  Asia  Minor, 
Syria  and  Egypt;  his  Caesar,  Gale- 
rius,  was  put  in  charge  of  the  unstable 
Danubian  provinces;  the  co-emperor 
Maximian  ruled  Italy,  Africa  and 
Spain,  while  his  junior  colleague,  Con- 
stantius,  controlled  the  Rhine  fron- 
tier and  the  island  province  of  Brit- 
ain. Diocletian’s  plan  was  that  after 
20  years  of  rule,  the  two  Augusti

should  jointly  abdicate  and  hand 
over  power  to  their  junior  colleagues 
who  would,  in  turn,  promote  two

new  Caesars  to  take  their  places.  In 
theory,  this  scheme  was  excellent.  In 
practice,  it  had  virtually  no  chance 
of  success,  as  it  failed  to  take  into 
account  two  vital  factors — mortality 
and  ambition. 

Initially,  all  went  well.  The  four 
colleagues  in  the  First  Tetrarchy  ful- 
filled their  responsibilities  admirably 
and  cooperated  without  friction.  On 
May  1,  305,  Diocletian  and  Maxi- 
mian abdicated,  and  their  places  were 
taken  by  the  two  new  Augusti,  Con- 
stantius  and  Galerius.  The  former 
added  Spain  to  his  sphere  of  influ- 
ence, the  latter  Asia  Minor.  Clearly, 
in  the  selection  of  the  two  new  Cae- 
sars, the  will  of  Galerius  prevailed. 

Flavius  Valerius  Severus  (Severus 
II)  was  appointed  as  junior  colleague 
to  Constantius  in  the  west,  while 
Gains  Galerius  Valerius  Maximinus 
(Maximinus  II  Daza)  became  Gale- 
rius’ Caesar  in  the  east.  Both  were 
close  friends  of  Galerius  (Maximinus 
was  actually  his  nephew!);  plainly 
Galerius  was  planning  for  the  future 
in  light  of  Constantius’  ill  health. 

Diocletian’s  neat  arrangements  be- 
gan to  unravel  on  July  25,  306,  when 
Constantius  died  at  Eboracum  (York) 


in  northern  Britain  following  an  ar- 
duous frontier  campaign.  With  him 
at  his  deathbed  was  his  son  Flavius 
Valerius  Constantinus,  better  known 
to  posterity  as  Constantine  the  Great, 
the  Empire’s  first  Christian  emperor. 

Although  a strong  candidate  for 
imperial  office,  Constantine  had  been 
passed  over  in  the  selection  of  the 
two  new  Caesars,  presumably  a vic- 
tim of  Galerius’  political  ambitions. 
Another  such  victim  was  Maxentius, 
son  of  the  former  western  Augustus 
Maximian,  though  his  suitability  may 
well  have  been  open  to  serious  doubt. 

Events  now  moved  quickly.  The 
army  in  Britain  immediately  invested 
Constantine  with  the  imperial  purple 
in  succession  to  his  father.  This  move 
was  totally  unconstitutional,  as  the 
western  Caesar,  Severus  II,  auto- 
matically became  Augustus  in  place 
of  Constantius.  The  western  Caesar- 
ship  was,  however,  now  vacant,  and 
Galerius  was  obliged  to  accept  Con- 
stantine in  this  role.  Doubtless,  he 
was  most  reluctant  to  do  so,  as  he 
would  much  rather  have  promoted 
another  of  his  close  friends,  Licinius, 
to  complete  his  domination  of  the 
Tetrarchy.  The  precipitous  action 
of  the  British  army  raised  the  spectre 
of  civil  war. 

For  the  time  being,  order  was  re- 
stored to  the  imperial  government. 
But  more  trouble  for  Galerius  was 
brewing  in  Italy.  Under  Diocletian’s 
sweeping  reforms,  the  City  on  the 
Tiber,  for  centuries  the  unchallenged 
political  center  of  the  Mediterranean 
world,  suddenly  lost  its  exclusive  po- 
sition. No  longer  did  the  emperors 
hold  court  there  or  celebrate  their 
military  triumphs  through  its  streets. 
The  emphasis  had  shifted  to  the  East,

where  Diocletian  resided  at  the  Asian 
city  of  Nicomedia  or  the  Syrian  capi- 
tal of  Antioch.  Even  the  western  Au- 
gustus Maximian  did  not  live  in  the 
palace  of  the  Caesars  on  the  Palatine. 
His  place  of  residence  was  further 
north,  at  Milan  or  Aquileia,  much 
closer  to  the  vitally  important  north- 
ern frontier  region. 

The  famous  praetorians,  for  cen- 


turies the  personal  guards  of  the  em- 
perors, now  lost  their  elite  status. 
The  final  insult  came  when  the  in- 
habitants of  Rome  were  deprived  of 
their  special  tax  privileges  and  sub- 
jected to  the  same  burdens  as  other 
citizens  of  the  Empire.  Erustration 
and  anger  in  the  old  imperial  capital 
were  building  to  a climax  at  about  the 
time  of  Constantius’  death. 

Maxentius,  himself  aggrieved  over 
Constantine’s  promotion,  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  discontent  and  seized 
the  moment  to  lead  an  uprising.  As  a 
result,  he  was  proclaimed  emperor 
on  October  28,  306.  The  rebellion  as- 
sumed even  greater  significance  when 
Maximian  was  persuaded  to  come  out 
of  retirement  and  resume  his  imperial 
status  as  his  son’s  colleague. 

Galerius  was,  of  course,  furious  at 
these  developments  and  ordered  Sev- 


erus  to  march  south  to  crush  the 
rebellion.  However,  the  western  em- 
peror’s army  contained  large  num- 
bers of  veterans  who  had  served  for 
years  under  Maximian’s  standards, 
and  it  was  no  difficult  task  for  agents 
of  the  rebel  regime  in  Rome  to  in- 
filtrate Severus’  camp  and  under- 
mine the  loyalty  of  the  legions  to 
their  newly  promoted  commander- 
in-chief.  His  army  weakened  by  mass 
desertions,  Severus  was  obliged  to 
abandon  his  attack.  Later,  he  was 
stripped  of  his  imperial  powers  and 
taken  as  a prisoner  to  Rome. 

Seeing  his  elaborate  schemes  dis- 
integrating before  his  eyes,  Galerius 
determined  to  personally  put  an  end 
to  the  Roman  rebellion.  But  his  in- 
vasion of  the  peninsula  met  with 
no  greater  success.  Had  Constantine 
(who  had  recently  established  rela-

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dons  with  Rome  by  his  marriage  to 
Maximian’s  daughter  Fausta)  chosen 
to  cut  off  Galerius’  retreat,  the  course 
of  history  would  have  been  changed. 
But  the  wily,  young  Caesar  decided 
to  play  a waiting  game,  and  the  east- 
ern emperor  escaped  with  his  life  (if 
not  an  enhanced  military  reputation). 

Maxentius  now  felt  secure  in  his 
possession  of  Italy  and  north  Africa, 
and  even  Spain  recognized  him  from 
circa  308-310.  Maximian,  who  feared 
he  might  again  be  forced  into  retire- 
ment, attempted  to  depose  his  son. 
But  he  miscalculated  and  in  Spring 
308  was  obliged  to  seek  asylum  with 
his  son-in-law  Constantine  in  Caul. 

A bitter  blow  to  Maxentius  was  the 
rebellion  of  Domitius  Alexander  in 
north  Africa  (308-311),  which  de- 
prived Rome  of  her  annual  grain  sup- 
ply and  caused  famine  and  political

unrest.  At  the  constitutional  congress 
convened  by  Calerius  at  Carnuntum 
toward  the  end  of  308,  Maxentius 
was  declared  a public  enemy.  His  fi- 
nal downfall  came  in  312,  when  Con- 
stantine invaded  Italy  and  defeated 
the  usurper  at  the  battle  of  the  Mil- 
vian  Bridge  (October  28). 

During  his  six-year  reign  in  Rome, 
Maxentius  constantly  posed  as  the 
champion  of  the  old  imperial  capital 
whose  ancient  privileges  were  rapidly 


being  eroded  by  the  “new  world  or- 
der” of  Diocletian  and  his  successors. 
This  found  expression  in  his  coinage, 
which  emphasized  the  glories  of  the 
past  by  reviving  traditional  reverse 
types  not  seen  for  many  years,  e.g., 
the  Dioscuri  standing  beside  their 
horses,  and  Romulus  and  Remus  be- 
ing suckled  by  the  she-wolf. 

While  his  conqueror  was  destined 
to  give  his  name  to  the  new  Christian 
capital  of  the  Empire  in  the  East 
(Constantinopolis,  dedicated  in  330), 
Maxentius  is  remembered  by  both 
an  extensive  numismatic  legacy  and 
his  significant  architectural  contribu- 
tions to  the  Eternal  City — notably 
the  great  Basilica  Nova,  completed 
by  Constantine;  and  the  Heroon 
Romuli,  the  small  rotunda  in  the  Fo- 
rum Romanum  adjacent  to  the  tem- 
ple of  Antoninus  Pius  and  Faustina.*

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The  True  Story  of 
the  Face  on  the  Barroom  Floor 


IT  IS  A colorful  brochure,  dis- 
tributed wherever  tourists  find 
a point  of  interest  throughout 
the  state — a brochure  that  has  been 
around  for  years  in  various  editions. 
Originally  visitors  were  invited  to 
see  “Historic  Central  City”  to  lit- 
erally “Walk  through  Colorado’s 
History!”  Touted  were  tours  of  the 
Opera  House,  museums,  mines,  art 
galleries,  saloons  and  restaurants. 
Most  prominently,  however,  the  lit- 
erature reminded  tourists  not  to 
overlook  Central  City’s  greatest  at- 
traction, its  claim  to  tourist  fame — 
The  Face  on  the  Barroom  Floor — 
a masterpiece  first  attributed  to  an 
unnamed,  itinerant  painter. 

A few  years  ago,  Colorado’s  state 
legislature  voted  to  allow  casino 
gambling  in  three  struggling,  near- 
ghost towns:  Cripple  Creek,  Black- 
hawk  and  Central  City.  So  now 
there’s  a new,  revised  edition  of  the 
brochure  that  touts  the  casinos  and 
dreams  of  becoming  as  rich  as  any 
of  the  town’s  late  mining  barons. 
Much  of  the  promotional  informa- 
tion about  the  Opera  House,  muse- 
ums and  art  galleries  remains  un- 
changed, but  not  the  story  of  The 
Face  on  the  Barroom  Floorl 

The  story  now  told  is  like  many 
tales  of  the  Old  West — a speck 
of  truth,  a pound  of  dross.  The 
town’s  promotional  editor  attrib- 
utes the  creation  of  The  Face  on 
the  Barroom  Floor  to  Herndon  Davis, 
a Denver  Post  illustrator,  but  still 
credits  his  inspiration  as  Madeline, 
the  tragic  heroine  of  H.  Antoine 
D’Arcy’s  poem,  “The  Face  upon 
the  Floor.” 


“T’ain’t  so,”  reported  two  numis- 
matists of  note  several  years  ago. 
“They  have  their  Madelines  and 


their  time  frames  confused.”  Accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Nolie  Mumey  {Colorado 
Territorial  Scrip  and  A Pioneer  Denver 
Mint)  and  Fred  Mazzulla  {Brass 
Checks  and  Red  Lights),  D’Arcy’s 
Madeline  was  fictional,  Davis’  real. 
The  poet’s  lady  was  from  the  hey- 
day of  the  silver  boom,  the  19th  cen- 
tury; the  painter’s  was  a contem- 
porary from  the  Depression  years 
of  this  century.  The  scholars  hint 
that  the  misidentification  was  inten- 
tional. D’Arcy’s  lady  was  just  that, 
“a  painted  lady”;  Davis’  was  a lady, 
very  refined,  who  would  never  visit 
a saloon  or  let  demon  rum  touch 
her  lips. 

Davis  became  a painter  before  he 
studied  art.  As  a talented  15-year- 
old,  he  found  commercial  employ- 
ment as  a billboard  painter  for  meat- 
packing giant  Armour  & Company. 
With  money  saved  from  his  pay, 
Davis  undertook  lessons  for  a year 
before  enlisting  in  the  Army  during 
World  War  I.  Instead  of  going  over- 


seas, as  he  had  hoped,  Davis  was 
assigned  for  the  duration  to  the 
War  College  in  Washington,  D.C., 
where  he  drew  military  maps. 

The  Armistice  put  a stop  to  Davis’ 
art  career — for  a short  period.  Un- 
able to  find  employment  to  his  liking 
or  talent,  he  was  forced  to  reenlist. 
He  was  sent  back  to  Washington, 
this  time  to  draw  for  the  Army  Pub- 
licity Bureau.  Two  hitches  later,  he 
was  ready  for  another  try  at  civilian 
life.  He  found  employment  with  the 
Washington  Post  and  moonlighted  for 
a competitor. 

With  the  Great  Depression,  Davis 
headed  west  to  Denver,  where  he 
soon  established  a reputation  as  a 
talented  artist.  His  work  was  in  both 
the  Denver  Post  and  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain News.  Private  commissions  also 
were  forthcoming.  His  work  still  can 
be  seen  in  the  life-sized  murals  at 
the  Denver  Press  Club — and  on  the 
barroom  floor  at  the  Teller  House 
in  Central  City. 

In  1936  Davis  agreed  to  do  a se- 
ries of  paintings  for  the  Central  City

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Opera  Association  and  the  Teller 
House.  His  patron  and  benefactor 
was  Ann  Evans,  granddaughter  of 
Colorado  pioneer  and  early  gover- 
nor John  Evans.  Her  opinions  as  to 
appropriate  subject  matter  matched 
his  creative  talents.  Tensions  be- 
tween the  two  reached  an  inevitable 
breaking  point. 

Davis  had  worked  for  the  press 
long  enough  to  know  that  “no  one 
ever  argues  with  an  editor — for  an 
editor  has  the  last  word.”  Eortified 
with  a gratuitous  supply  of  rum  and 
Coke,  Davis  turned  the  adage  to  his 
advantage  and  painted  his  “last 
word” — a lady’s  portrait  on  the  bar- 
room floor — then  headed  for  friend- 
lier climes. 

Herndon  Davis  was  somewhat 
surprised  and  a little  chagrined  when 
he  made  a return  visit  to  Central 


City  a decade  later.  His  portrait  was 
still  on  the  barroom  floor,  but  with- 
out his  signature.  By  now  his  paint- 
ing had  become  famous;  the  portrait 
had  gained  a legend  of  its  own.  It 
had  been  painted,  visitors  were  told, 
“by  an  ‘unknown’  artist  back  during 
the  Gay  Nineties!” 

“An  unknown,”  fumed  Davis.  He 
would  show  them.  With  a small 
brush  and  a can  of  black  enamel,  he 
signed  his  work  and  left.  Before  the 
paint  dried.  Teller  House  manage- 
ment had  erased  his  signature  and 
for  years  continued  to  perpetuate 
the  fallacy  of  the  unknown  artist. 

Who  was  the  real  model?  Not  the 
governor’s  granddaughter,  Ann 
Evans,  but  Davis’  own  wife,  Edna 
Juanita  Cotter  Davis!  It  was  Davis’ 
private  joke.  This  was  the  only  way 
he  could  get  his  wife  into  a saloon! 


Davis  revealed  his  little  secret  to 
Mumey  and  Mazzulla  on  one  condi- 
tion— that  neither  reveal  the  secret 
of  The  Face  on  the  BatTooni  Floor  until 
after  his  death.  Davis  died  in  1962 
while  working  on  a mural  for  the 
Smithsonian  Institution.  Unfortu- 
nately, while  mortals  die  easily, 
myths  do  not.  Edna  Davis  survived 
her  husband  by  a dozen  years,  fight- 
ing to  keep  the  myth  alive  and  the 
true  story  secret.  Central  City’s  pro- 
moters have  done  their  best  to 
oblige  her. 

Still,  the  real  tale  should  be  told, 
for  both  the  story  and  the  portrait 
are  finding  their  way  into  numis- 
matic collections.  With  more  casi- 
nos comes  a growing  interest  in  col- 
lecting gambling  tokens;  The  Face  on 
the  Barroom  Floor  now  appears  on  a 
series  of  Teller  House  pieces.  •

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Counterfeit  Tokens  Pose 
a Threat  to  the  Hobby 


ONE  RARELY  SEES  counter- 
feit coins  on  the  numis- 
matic market.  They  usually 
are  spotted  and  driven  out  as  fast  as 
they  appear.  The  American  Numis- 
matic Association  can  be  thanked  for 
its  role  in  keeping  counterfeit  coins 
out  of  the  hobby.  Its  constant  vigi- 
lance, and  education  of  dealers  and 
collectors,  has  made  it  nearly  impos- 
sible to  get  fake  material  into  numis- 
matic circulation. 

So  now  the  fakers  have  turned 
their  talents  to  making  some  of  the 
more  obscure  items  that  might  slip 
past  the  watchful  eyes  of  United 
States  coin  experts.  They  are  making 
an  array  of  tokens  they  hope  will 
fool  the  uninitiated.  It  is  doubtful 
they  will  succeed  for  long. 

David  Schenkman  is  one  of  the 
experts  helping  to  expose  the  cur- 
rent rash  of  bogus  tokens.  He  fired 
his  first  salvo  against  the  scoundrels 
when  he  spoke  to  members  of  the 
Token  and  Aledal  Society  (TAJVIS) 
at  the  1995  ANA  convention  in  Ana- 
heim, California. 

According  to  Schenkman,  a num- 
ber of  counterfeit  pieces  have  ap- 
peared on  the  market.  Some  are 
copies  of  known  tokens;  others  are 
fantasy  pieces.  Most  are  cast  replicas, 
but  some  are  struck  copies.  Occa- 
sionally they  are  made  from  the 
wrong  metal  to  make  them  interest- 
ing and  deceptive. 

T.AMS  hopes  to  form  a collection 
of  known  counterfeits  to  be  used  as  a 
reference  set  for  identifying  suspect 
items.  The  group  will  work  in  con- 
junction with  ANA  Museum  Cura- 
tor Robert  Iloge  and  Schenkman, 
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who  will  act  as  a clearinghouse  for 
such  material.

This  advertisement  in  a popular  coin 
magazine  made  me  do  a lot  of  think- 
ing. Was  I missing  something?  Was 
it  so  far  off  base  that  I couldn’t  un- 
derstand it?  Or  was  there  a piece  of 
history  that  escaped  most  of  us? 
Here  is  what  the  ad  offered: 

“THE  FIRST  COIN  OF  CHRIST- 
i\IAS.  These  magnificent  copper 
coins  of  Emperor  Probus  were 
coined  circa  275  AD.  It  was  in  this 
period  that  the  Roman  Empire  gave 
its  official  sanction  to  the  Christian 
celebration  of  Christmas.  During 
this  time  of  religious  sufferage  was 
granted  throughout  the  Roman 
world.  Own  an  original,  high  qual- 
ity first  coin  of  Christmas  at  a won- 


derful price.  It  is  an  heirloom  that 
will  be  cherished  by  your  family  for 
generations  to  come.” 

That  is  a direct  quote.  I didn’t 
leave  anything  out,  or  add  anything 
to  it.  I’m  afraid  it  is  the  advertiser 
who  is  trying  to  rewrite  history  here. 
Apparently  there  are  some  missing 
words  and  thoughts.  The  Emperor 
Constantine,  who  did  ease  restric- 
tions on  Christians,  came  to  power 
about  25  years  later  than  Probus 
(who,  incidentally,  took  over  in  276, 
not  275,  but  why  be  picky?).  None 
of  them  ever  heard  of  Christmas,  of 
course.  That  holiday  would  not  be 
celebrated  until  many  years  after  all 
of  them  were  history. 

All  nonsense  aside,  if  you  want 
one  of  these  great  coins  as  an  heir- 
loom to  be  cherished  by  generations 
to  come,  it  will  cost  you  $39.50. 
(Come  to  think  of  it,  these  couldn’t 
be  cherished  by  generations  past, 
could  they?)  Then,  to  top  it  off,  the 
ad  uses  a picture  of  a silver  coin  of 
Gordian,  who  ruled  many  years  be- 
fore either  Probus  or  Constantine. 
The  coin  may  be  nice,  and  even  the 
price  isn’t  too  bad,  but  the  ad  is  be- 
yond salvaging.

An  article  in  the  July  30  issue  of  The 
Arizona  Republic  prompted  a reader 
to  comment  on  how  it  shed  a bad 
light  on  numismatics  and  makes 
even  legitimate  dealers  seem  dishon- 
est. It’s  truly  a shame  how  greed  has 
changed  our  wonderful  hobby  into 
something  so  attractive  to  investors 
and  promoters  that  the  general  pub- 
lic mi.xes  us  all  together. 
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The  article  tells  how  a Phoenix 
rare-coin  dealer  is  exploiting  reli- 
gion and  a fear  that  the  nation  is  on 
the  brink  of  bankruptcy.  The  only 
answer  to  survival  is,  of  course,  in- 
vesting in  gold,  silver  and  rare  coins. 
And — you  guessed  it — this  dealer 
will  take  care  of  all  your  needs. 

People  get  taken  in  by  promoters 
like  this  because  of  fear  and  greed. 
The  whole  operation  is  way  beyond 
the  realm  of  numismatics.

What  do  cigars,  wild  T-shirts,  coins, 
model  cars  and  weapons  have  in 
common?  Don’t  ask  me.  All  I can 
say  is  that  they  are  displayed  to- 
gether in  a recently  mailed,  colorful 
catalog  offering  those  things  plus  an 
assortment  of  other  macho  items 
that  must  appeal  to  someone. 


The  cigars,  replica  guns  and 
knives  shown  on  every  page  sort  of 
point  to  “manly”  things  that  might 
be  incompatible  with  the  pink  tool 
set  on  page  14.  I’m  not  sure  how 
coins  fit  in  this  assortment,  but  I 
guess  one  would  have  to  be  a real 
tough  guy  to  pay  the  prices  asked  for 
common,  low-grade  material. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  collection 
of  Indian  Head  cents  shown  on 
page  7.  Each  is  over  80  years  old,  the 
copy  says,  and  the  set  comes  with  a 
certificate  of  authenticity.  There  are 
25  dates  from  1885  to  1909,  and  no 
condition  is  stated.  The  price  is  a 
whopping  $99.  But  wait — ^you  might 
want  to  spend  your  money  on  the 
money  clip  on  page  10. 

The  description  says  the  clip  con- 
tains a gold-plated  replica  of  an  1854 
United  States  dollar.  I know,  you’re 


asking,  “Where  did  they  come  up 
with  that  rare  date?”  Well  they 
didn’t.  The  picture  clearly  shows 
a $20  territorial  gold  piece.  That’s 
good,  because  it  clears  them  of 
the  counterfeiting  question.  (I  won- 
der if  it’s  marked  COPY  on  the 
back.)  The  price  is  cheap,  but  so  is 
the  replica.  You  had  better  pass  on 
this,  and  skip  over  to  some  of  the 
sets  of  silver  type  coins  of  the  World 
War  II  collections. 

You  can  get  a set  of  five,  re- 
processed, 1943  steel  cents  for  only 
$6.95,  or  a collection  of  14  Buffalo 
nickels  in  a frame  for  $32.50.  No 
special  dates,  mints  or  condition 
stated — just  the  holder  and  14  nick- 
els for  about  $1.50  each.  Don’t  think 
too  poorly  of  this  ad.  The  over- 
priced coins  still  are  much  better  for 
you  than  the  cigars.

1905  to  the  present.  A world-coin 
database  (without  prices)  is  provided. 
(Currently  available  is  Version  7.13; 
Trove  has  announced  plans  to  re- 
lease a new  version  in  1996  that  fea- 
tures pictures,  grades  and  historical 
background  of  all  U.S.  coins.) 

Coin  Inventory  (Commodore 
64)  by  Robert  B.  Gear  comes  with  a 
7-page,  8V2  X 11-inch  manual.  You 
can  add,  delete,  change  and  search 
items  from  the  coin  list  as  well  as  the 
want  files.  You  must  set  up  the 
printer  format  every  time  you  want 
to  run  a report.  Disk  swapping  be- 
tween the  program  and  data  fdes  is 
required.  The  “Save  to  Disk”  option 
is  mandatory  to  save  your  data,  yet 
the  manual  does  not  mention  this. 
Watch  the  error-checking  facility;  I 
entered  a grade  in  the  “Quantity” 
field,  and  the  program  accepted  it. 

Coin  Inventory  (MS-DOS  Ver- 
sion 1.0)  by  RTA  Electronics  orig- 
inally was  intended  for  dealers. 
Based  on  the  program  I tested,  a 
number  of  functions  may  not  be  in- 
cluded, such  as  barcoding  (however, 
I understand  that  newer  versions  of- 
fer barcoding  and  more).  The  pro- 
gram deals  with  customer  informa- 
tion, invoice  orders,  purchase  orders 
and  inventory  information.  It  allows 
you  to  add,  change,  delete,  print  or 
view  any  of  this  information.  You 
will  need  at  least  512  kilobytes  of 
RAM  and  MS-DOS  2.1.  The  61- 
page,  8V2  X 11-inch  manual  features 
examples,  a glossary  and  an  intro- 
duction to  database  management. 
Additional  data  fields  include  “Mini- 
mum Quantity”  (of  duplicates  in  in- 
ventory); sales  information  is  part  of 
the  invoice  record. 

Coin  Inventory  System  (MS- 
DOS  Version  2.0)  by  Quality  Soft- 


ware is  a shareware  package;  from 
the  program  I printed  a 44-page 
manual.  The  system  will  run 
on  an  IBM-PC  compatible  with 
DOS  2.0  or  higher  and  512  kilo- 
bytes of  RAM.  Additional  data  fields 
include  “Source  of  Current  Value” 
(25  characters). 

Coin  Manager  (MS-DOS  Ver- 
sion 3.5)  by  Crown  Software  has  a 
5 3 -page,  8V2  x 1 1-inch,  spiral-bound 
manual.  The  system  requires  an 
IBM-PC  compatible  system  with  at 
least  DOS  3.3,  512  kilobytes  of 
RAM,  and  1 megabyte  of  storage. 
The  “lookup”  tables  offer  pre-set 
values  and  options — description, 
condition,  country  and  type — which 
you  can  add  to,  change  or  delete. 
Three  types  of  records  are  stored: 
coin  data  (20  fields),  type  data  (5 
fields)  and  sales  data  (13  fields). 
Many  fields  are  used  in  the  various 
records.  Unfortunately,  you  must 
type  the  same  field  in  each  record, 
unless  it  is  included  in  the  pre-set 
fields  described  above. 

Coin  Manager  (MS-DOS  Ver- 
sion 1.5)  by  Mike  Stewart  is  a share- 
ware package;  the  manual,  when 
printed,  is  25  pages.  You  will  need  at 
least  a 286  IBM-PC  compatible  sys- 
tem, DOS  3.2,  640  kilobytes  of  RAM 
and  1 megabyte  of  storage  on  the 
hard  drive;  in  Windows  3.1  it  will 
run  as  a DOS  window.  The  program 
feamres  a detailed  yet  simple  on-line 
query.  Additional  data  fields  include 
“Status”  (1  character)  and  “Status 
Date”  (mm/dd/yy).  The  program 
calculates  and  displays  computed 
profit  in  dollars  and  as  a percentage. 

CoinBase  (Version  2.3b)  by  Rad 
Delarodirie  is  a shareware  package, 
so  no  printed  manual  is  provided  (if 
you  print  it  yourself,  it  is  9 pages). 
All  the  fields  have  word-processing 
capability.  The  “Key  Word/Phrases’ 
field  allows  you  to  choose  as  many 


words  as  you  wish  for  sorting  pur- 
poses. No  fields  require  an  entry; 
when  you  prepare  to  enter  a value, 
the  one  previously  used  is  suggested. 
The  program  needs  128  kilobytes  of 
RAM.  Additional  data  fields  are 
available  for  weight  (10  characters) 
and  alternate  names  (50  characters). 

CoinFile  (MS-DOS  Version 

4.00)  by  Duchek  Computer  Services 
is  accompanied  by  a 44-page,  5'/2  x 
8V2-inch  manual.  You  will  need  a 
hard  drive  with  1.5  megabytes  of 
available  storage,  a color  monitor,  a 
printer,  640  kilobytes  of  RAM,  and 
MS-DOS  3.0  or  above.  The  pro- 
gram offers  on-line  backup  and  re- 
covery capability.  Also,  the  publisher 
hopes  to  add  an  automatic  update. 
Want  lists  for  70  U.S.  issues  (includ- 
ing silver  dollars)  and  Canadian 
coins  are  provided. 

CoinNexus  (MS-DOS  Version 

1.1)  by  RCCO  Research  Associates 
is  a shareware  package  with  a 25- 
page  manual  available.  You  will  need 
an  IBM-PC  compatible  system  with 
DOS  3.1  or  higher,  512  kilobytes  of 
RAM  and  685  kilobytes  of  storage 
on  the  hard  drive;  in  Windows  3.1, 
it  will  run  as  a DOS  window.  A 12- 
character  field  allows  you  to  record 
the  minting  facility  (Denver,  San 
Francisco,  etc.). 

Coins  (MS-DOS  Version  1.1, 
also  called  “Make  Sense  of  your 
Cents”)  by  Tom  Cleary  requires 
DOS  3.0  or  greater  for  IBM-AT 
compatibles  that  use  a hard  drive.  An 
earlier,  character-based  version  (1.0) 
for  IBM-AT  compatibles  still  is 
available.  Program  operation  is  out- 
lined in  a 9-page,  8V2  x 11-inch 
manual.  Rejected  entries  must  he  re- 
keyed. If  you  need  to  edit,  the 
change  or  delete  options  do  not  ap- 
pear until  you  accept  the  correct 
coin,  a fact  not  mentioned  in  the 
manual.  With  Version  1.1,  I could 
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not  access  the  “sell  coin”  informa- 
tion (Version  1.0  was  okay).  A call  to 
the  publisher  prompted  delivery  of  a 
revised  program. 

The  “Denomination”  field  has 
two  parts — a “Lookup”  field  allows 
you  to  choose  a U.S.  denomination, 
and  a blank  field  can  be  filled  in  with 
your  own  designation.  A second  fea- 
ture allows  you  to  search  for  type 
(such  as  “small  Indian”  or  “large  In- 
dian”) using  a lookup  table  that 
includes  several  blank  fields  you  can 
fill  in.  It  does  not  save  any  additional 
values  you  might  enter. 

Coins  For  Us  (MS-DOS  Version 
2.0)  by  Robert  Schreiner  comes  with 
an  86-page,  8V2  x ll-inch  manual  in 
a three-ring  binder.  The  program 
requires  an  IBM-PC  compatible  sys- 
tem with  at  least  DOS  3.0,  a 386 
processor,  640  kilobytes  of  RAM, 


and  1 megabyte  of  storage.  In  Win- 
dows 3.1,  it  appears  as  a DOS  win- 
dow. Each  comment  line  is  a sepa- 
rate field,  and  each  record  can  have 
up  to  1,000  lines  of  comment.  The 
program  is  not  capable  of  wrapping 
w'ords  or  inserting  text  between  lines. 
Word-processing  functions  are  avail- 
able only  within  each  line.  Key-word 
searches  consider  only  the  first  com- 
ment line.  Included  is  a “Collection 
ID”  data  field,  a 3 -character  desig- 
nation that  points  to  a collection 
record  consisting  of  four,  60-charac- 
ter comment  fields.  A “Purchase  Or- 
der” record  tracks  the  total  pur- 
chases from  one  source. 

CoinTrax  (MS-DOS  Version 
1.21)  by  Doug  Scott  is  a shareware 
program;  when  printed,  the  manual 
is  5 pages.  The  package  requires  an 
IBM-PC  compatible  system,  with 


DOS  2.0  or  higher,  512  kilobytes  of 
RAAI  and  360  kilobytes  of  storage 
on  the  hard  drive;  in  Windows 
3.1,  it  will  run  as  a DOS  window. 
The  “Notes”  field  has  word-wrap 
and  insert  capabilities.  You  can  up- 
date countries  and  grades,  and  in- 
dicate “Obverse  Description”  and 
“Reverse  Description”  in  two,  25- 
character  fields. 

Coinventory  II  (MS-DOS  Ver- 
sion) by  MSL  Software  is  slower 
than  most  programs.  To  change 
field  entries,  you  must  first  indi- 
cate a field  number.  Collection  re- 
ports print  only  six  coins  per  page, 
which  wastes  paper.  The  program 
includes  a function  to  turn  the 
printer  on  and  off — an  unnecessary 
step.  The  manual  is  clear,  complete 
and  concise.  Error-checking  capabil- 
ities are  less  than  perfect.

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Collector  Mate  (MS-DOS  Ver- 
sion 2.1)  by  MMIS  Incorporated  is 
a shareware  program;  from  it  I 
printed  a 4-page  manual.  You  can 
define  the  grades  to  be  selected.  Ad- 
ditional data  fields  include  “Retired” 
(4  characters),  which  perhaps  func- 
tions as  a “Sold”  field;  and  “Owned” 
(select  from  “Yes,”  “No,”  “Wanted,” 
“For  Sale”  and  “Sold”).  You  can  se- 
lect a grade  code  fi’om  grades  you  enter 
in  a 20-character  field. 

DatAce  is  not  a program,  but 
rather  a service.  I received  five,  3V2- 
inch,  high-density  diskettes  cover- 
ing two  major  areas.  The  first  con- 
tains more  than  2 megabytes  of  files 
downloaded  from  the  Internet  on  a 
wide  range  of  topics:  questions  and 
answers,  items  for  sale,  and  discus- 
sions. Monthly  updates  for  this  in- 
formation cost  $6.  The  second  area 
contains  13  shareware  packages  for 
your  evaluation,  including:  dbCoin 
(Version  1.0),  Organize  Your  Coins 
(Windows  Version  1.0),  Track  It! 
Coins  (Version  1.00),  WinCoin 
(Version  1.0a),  CoinNexus,  Organ- 
ize Your  Coins  (DOS  Version),  Coin- 
Trax,  Coin  Manager  (Stewart,  Version 
1.5),  Collector  Mate  (Version  2.1),  For 
Coin  Collectors  (Version  2.1,  a fore- 
runner of  Organize  Your  Coins)  and 
MyCoins  (Version  3.1b,  a forenmner 
of  CoinBase).  The  first  four  pro- 
grams are  Windows-based,  the  rest 
are  DOS. 

This  initial  shipment  costs  $15.  I 
had  a slight  problem  with  the  “in- 
stall” routine;  an  “a-drive”  is  speci- 
fied, even  though  my  3V2-inch 
floppy  is  a “b-drive.”  Hitting  “abort” 
when  the  “abort,  retry,  ignore”  error 
message  appeared  allowed  me  to 
complete  the  installation. 

dBCoin  (Windows  Version  1.0) 
by  Changing  Season  Software  re- 
quires at  least  an  80286  processor, 
2 megabytes  of  RAM,  a hard  drive 


and  Windows  3.0.  The  5V2  x 8V2- 
inch  manual  comprises  39  pages. 
The  program  is  simple  to  use.  No 
“Sold  Date”  fields  exist,  so  you  will 
need  to  use  the  “Notes”  field,  which 
holds  only  100  characters.  There  are 
no  pre-built  files,  but  also  no  limita- 
tions on  countries  and  types. 

FileCabinet  Coin  Collection 
(Windows  Version  2.00)  by  Phase  V 
Corporation  is  a shareware  package 
(also  known  as  “Pro  Coin  Collec- 
tion”). From  the  program,  I printed 
a 3-page  manual.  You  will  need  an 
IBM-PC  compatible  system  with  1.5 
megabytes  on  the  hard  drive  and 
Windows  3.1.  To  run  the  program 
you  also  will  need  the  MS-DOS 
SHARE  routine.  The  program  will 
not  save  coin  records  unless  in- 
structed to  do  so.  It  can  accommo- 
date large  amounts  of  information, 
not  all  of  which  is  shown  in  the 
reports.  The  “short”  fields  (59)  dis- 
play 23  characters,  while  the  “long” 
fields  (100+)  take  up  to  62  charac- 
ters. The  “Comment”  field  has 
word-wrap  capability. 

HobbySoft  Coin  Keeper  (Win- 
dows Version  5.04)  by  Ninga  has  au- 
tomatic update  capability.  One  of 
three  databases  is  provided  free  with 
the  program:  Canadian  coins,  U.S. 
coins,  or  U.S.  and  commemorative 
coins.  For  IBM-PC  compatible  sys- 
tems, you  need  Windows  3.1  with 
4 megabytes  of  RAM  and  4 mega- 
bytes on  your  hard  drive;  Macintosh 
requires  System  7.  The  printer  must 
be  capable  of  handling  80  columns 
(8V2  inches  wide). 

I had  some  difficulty  with  the  “in- 
stall” program.  A call  to  Ninga  did 
not  solve  it,  but  a few  days  later,  disks 
arrived  that  worked.  (Ninga  explained 
it  had  a disk-duplication  problem;  the 
firm  sent  replacement  disks  to  af- 
fected customers.)  The  28-page 
manual  (5V2  x 8V2  inches)  includes  a 


calendar  and  a diary  for  notes,  as 
well  as  a puzzle  for  diversion. 

The  first  record  I created  was 
for  a miscellaneous  coin,  not  one 
whose  value  k built  into  the  pro- 
gram. Once  filed,  I could  not  access 
the  database.  A call  to  technical  sup- 
port fixed  the  problem.  Once  I de- 
leted the  offending  file,  everything 
worked.  The  publisher  immediately 
sent  another  version,  which  elimi- 
nated this  bug. 

MCS  Coin  Database  (MS-DOS 
Version  2.0)  by  Micro  Computer 
Solutions  offers  a toll-free  tele- 
phone number  for  support.  The 
spiral-bound,  8V2  x 11 -inch  manual 
numbers  12  pages.  I had  to  follow 
the  installation  procedure  carefully, 
or  the  program  would  quit.  Also,  the 
printer  must  be  turned  on  for  re- 
ports (except  “Total  Value”);  if  not, 
the  program  will  quit.  It  takes  sev- 
eral seconds  for  the  main  menu  to 
appear  after  the  introduction  screen. 
The  “Category”  field  has  16  pre-set 
codes  from  which  to  choose.  You 
must  enter  the  coin  record  number. 

Mr.  Coin  (MS-DOS  Version)  by 
High  Grade  Coins  runs  on  virtually 
any  MS-DOS  system.  It  offers  no 
“delete  coin”  capability — you  just 
overwrite  the  incorrect  data.  The 
manual  has  only  one  deficiency — no 
description  of  cost  codes.  The  avail- 
ability of  these  codes,  plus  the  ability 
to  print  identification  tags  for  2x2 
coin  holders,  suggests  dealers  might 
have  more  use  for  this  program  than 
some  collectors.  To  query,  edit  or 
sell  any  coin,  you  must  identify  the 
inventory  number. 

My  Treasures  (MS-DOS  Ver- 
sion 1.1.0)  by  My  Software  Com- 
pany is  a shareware  package,  so  no 
printed  manual  is  provided;  printing 
it  yourself  from  the  disk  yields 
7 pages.  This  program  consists  of  1 2 
databases,  one  of  which  represents 
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coins,  and  requires  256  kilobytes  of 
R.\A1.  You  can  change  fields,  but 
only  nine  are  available.  The  length 
of  each  is  limited  to  33  charac- 
ters minus  the  field  name.  When 
printing,  you  have  three  options: 
8'/2  X 11  inches  (standard);  5V2  x 
8'/2  inches  (for  producing  booklets); 
and  labels. 

The  Numismatist  (MS-DOS 
Version  2.6)  by  SciEd  is  accompa- 
nied by  a 14-page  manual  in  a three- 
ring  binder.  All  records  require  a 
user-specified  catalog  number.  A 20- 
character  description  may  have  to 
cover  the  purchase  data,  source  of 
the  coin,  selling  price  and  date  sold. 
To  change  or  delete  an  entry,  you 
need  your  record  number.  Since  it 
has  no  sorting  capability,  you  must 
use  the  “Insert  a Record”  command 
(rather  than  just  adding  a record). 


The  record  number  is  computer- 
generated. The  “Mint”  field  has 
eight  preset  values  from  which  to 
choose;  the  “Grade”  field  has  14. 

Organize  Your  Coins  (Windows 
Version  1.30)  by  HomeCraft  Soft- 
ware is  more  than  just  a coin-collect- 
ing database- — it  manages  all  your 
hobbies.  You  must  select  which  of 
the  20  “catalogs”  (databases)  you 
wish  to  access.  I had  difficulty  find- 
ing the  “Coins”  catalog;  however, 
once  in,  I could  change  the  size  of 
any  field  from  1 to  64  characters,  or 
even  add  and  delete  fields.  During 
data  entry,  you  can  copy  previous 
coins  or  undo  a preceding  action. 
You  can  set  up  “macros”  to  handle 
repetitive  keystrokes.  This  is  the 
most  flexible  program  I’ve  seen.  In- 
cluded is  a “Memo”  field  that  accom- 
modates 1,200  to  1,500  characters.  A 


revised  Version  2.2  has  significant 
upgrades,  with  one-step  search  func- 
tions and  new  multi-media  features. 

Track  It!  Coins  (Windows  Ver- 
sion 1.00)  by  Insight  Software  Solu- 
tions is  a shareware  program;  when 
printed,  the  manual  is  7 pages.  The 
program  requires  an  IBM-PC  com- 
patible system,  with  at  least  DOS 
3.0,  4 megabytes  of  RAM,  1.2  mega- 
bytes of  storage  on  the  hard  drive, 
and  Windows  3.1.  Additional  data 
fields  include  a “Miscellaneous”  cat- 
egory, from  which  you  can  select 
“Commemorative,”  “Key  Coin,” 
“Gold”  or  “Silver.”  The  “Comment” 
field  features  word-wrap  capability. 
An  enhanced  Version  2.5  now  is 
marketed  as  “Smart  Tracker  Coins.” 

ValuCoin  (MS-DOS  Version  2.2) 
by  ValuCoin  has  an  8-page,  5V2  x 
8V2-inch  manual.  Initially  you  create

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a file  and  add  coins;  subsequent 
coins  must  be  added  using  the  “In- 
spect” option.  The  program  sorts 
U.S.  coins  only.  When  you  want  to 
change  a field  for  a coin,  you  must 
specify  the  field  number  for  each 
change;  moving  between  fields  is 
not  easy. 

Fifty-three  U.S.  type  coins  are 
pre-set;  for  non-U.S.  coins  you  enter 
your  own  three-character  code,  the 
first  of  which  must  be  the  letter 
“X.”  Error  checking  is  good;  I found 
just  one  exception;  when  I entered 
an  Anthony  dollar,  the  system  re- 
jected a year  outside  the  1979  to 
1981  range,  yet  it  accepted  a Carson 
City  mintmark. 

WinCoin  (Version  1.0a)  by  Bob 
Stech  is  a shareware  package;  the 
manual,  when  printed,  is  7 pages. 
The  program  requires  an  IBM-PC 
compatible  system,  and  at  least  DOS 
3.0,  4 megabytes  of  RAlM,  1 mega- 
byte of  storage  on  the  hard  drive, 
and  Windows  3.1.  For  each  denomi- 
nation/type (“Category”),  the  year 
and  mintmark  are  displayed  spread- 
sheet style,  along  with  condition. 
Using  the  “Fast  Add”  option,  you 
can  enter  the  year,  mintmark  and 
quantity  of  coins  in  inventory.  The 
program  does  not  define  field  sizes, 
and  customization  of  the  report 
format  is  limited.  However,  an  up- 
dated Version  3.0  improves  the  re- 
port capabilities  and  offers  more 
vendor  databases.

the  Senate  attempted  to  eliminate  most 
of  the  criticism  leveled  at  previous  com- 
memorative coin  programs,  including 
the  elimination  of  multiple  mints,  the 
minimization  of  coin  surcharges,  and  the 
requirement  for  consultation  with  the 
chairmen  of  both  the  U.S.  Commission  of 
Fine  Arts  and  the  Statue  of  Liberty-Ellis 
Island  Foundation.  Representative 
Annunzio  generally  is  credited  with  suc- 
cessfully leading  this  initiative  through 
the  legislative  process. 

More  than  a half  million 
gold  coins,  7 million  silver 
dollars  and  7 million  clad 
half  dollars  were  sold 
through  a combination 
of  good  marketing  and 
design.  It  was  legislated 
that  the  $5  gold  coin  be 
emblematic  of  the  Statue 
of  Liberty,  the  silver  dollar 
show  Ellis  Island,  and  the 
clad  half  dollar  represent  the 
contributions  of  immigrants 
to  this  nation.  Thus  U.S. 
Mint  Chief  Sculptor/ 
Engraver  Elizabeth 
Jones’  award-winning 
design  for  the  gold  coin 
shows  the  face  of  the 
Statue  of  Liberty  on  the 
obverse  and  an  eagle  in  flight, 
with  talons  extended,  on  the 
reverse.  John  Mercanti’s  design  for  the 
dollar  consists  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty 
and  the  Great  Hall  of  Ellis  Island  on  the 
obverse,  and  Liberty’s  torch  on  the  re- 
verse; while  Edgar  Z.  Steever  IV  and

recent  publication  reported  that 
the  1986  United  States  Statue  of  Liberty 
coins  were  the  most  popular  modern 
United  States  commemorative  series. 

Lee  lacocca,  chairman  of  the  Statue  of 
Liberty-Ellis  Island  Centennial  Founda- 
tion, was  a major  force  in  the  drive  to 
use  commemorative  coins  to  help  fund 
the  renovation  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty 
and  Ellis  Island,  both  part  of  the  Statue 
of  Liberty  National  Monument.

The  Statue  of  Liberty  $5  gold  coin  was  created 
by  Elizabeth  Jones  (pictured),  who  was  chief 
sculptor  / engraver  of  the  U.S.  Mint  at  the  time 
the  commemorative  was  produced. 
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Sheri  Joseph  Winters’  design  for  the  half 
dollar  obverse  includes  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  with  a background  scene  of  the 
sun  rising  over  New  York  harbor,  and  on 
the  reverse  immigrants  on  a pier  (on  El- 
lis Island)  looking  across  the  channel  to 
New  York  City. 

Although  all  three  coins  strive  to 
represent  the  United  States  as  a nation 
of  immigrants,  few  of  us  realize  the  im- 
portance of  both  Ellis  Island  and  the 
Statue  of  Liberty  to  the  newcomers  and 
their  role  in  the  changing  immigration 
policy  of  the  United  States, 

On  January  1,  1892,  Annie  Moore  of 
County  Cork,  Ireland,  was  the  first  im- 
migrant to  set  foot  on  Ellis  Island.  For 
62  years  afterward,  the  island  was  used 
as  a reception  center  for  immigrants  en- 
tering the  United  States. 

Before  this,  Ellis  Island  was  a sand 
bar  known  at  various  times  to  native 
Americans  and  earlier  settlers  as  Buck- 
ing, Gibbet,  Oyster  or  Gull  Island.  In 
1634  the  Dutch  East  Indies  Company 
bought  the  island  for  a “trunkful  of  trin- 
kets.” It  was  included  when  the  Dutch 
surrendered  New  Amsterdam  (New  York 
City)  to  the  British  in  1664. 

The  island  received  its  name  from 
Samuel  Ellis,  a farmer  and  merchant 
who  bought  it  during  the  American 
War  of  Independence.  The  State  of  New 
York  purchased  it  from  Ellis  in  1808  and 
later  sold  it  to  the  federal  government, 
which  initially  used  the  island  as  an  ar- 
senal and  fort.  The  original,  two-story, 

' wooden  building  on  Ellis  Island  burned 
down  in  1897  and  was  replaced  by  a 
three-story,  brick  building.  Other  struc- 
tures were  added  as  necessary  for  the 
island’s  mission. 

When  the  Immigration  Bureau  was 
formed  in  1891,  its  processing  station 
was  moved  to  Ellis  Island  from  Castle

Garden  in  Manhattan.  Now,  when  immi- 
grants came  into  the  United  States 
through  the  port  of  New  York  City,  the 
first  things  they  saw  were  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  (on  Liberty  Island)  and  the  facil- 
ities at  Ellis  Island.  Thus,  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  became  the  symbol  of  freedom 
and  opportunity  in  the  United  States.  It 
came  to  be  known  as  the  “Mother  of  Ex- 
iles,” and  Ellis  Island  was  called  the 
“Gateway  to  the  New  World.” 

The  Statue  of  Liberty  (officially  titled 
“Liberty  Enlightening  the  World”)  was 
unveiled  in  New  York  harbor  on  October 
26,  1876.  It  was  a gift  of  the  French  peo- 
ple honoring  the  1876  centennial  of  the 
beginning  of  the  American  Revolution. 
The  copper  statue  of  the  classical. 
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draped  figure  of  a female  carrying  a 
torch  was  designed  by  Frederic  Auguste 
Bartholdi,  while  the  wrought-iron  pylon 
inside  the  statue  used  to  support  its  cop- 
per shell  was  created  by  Gustave  Eiffel, 
well-known  as  the  designer  of  the  Eiffel 
Tower  in  Paris. 

The  statue  was  erected  on  a stone- 
and-concrete  pedestal  designed  by  Amer- 
ican architect  Richard  Morris  Hunt  and 
paid  for  by  donations  from  the  American 
public.  In  1903  a bronze  plaque  with  the 
poem  “The  New  Colossus”  by  Emma 
Lazarus  was  placed  on  the  pedestal  to 
commemorate  the  significance  of  the 
statue  to  the  millions  of  immigrants  who 
saw  it  as  they  entered  New  York  harbor. 

From  1892  to  1924,  12  million  people 
immigrated  to  the  United  States 
through  Ellis  Island.  Most  of  the  first 


wave  to  come  through  Ellis  Island  were 
Irish  or  German-speaking  people.  Later 
groups  came  from  southern  and  eastern 
European  nations.  All  came  to  the 
United  States  for  adventure,  opportu- 
nity, freedom  and/or  to  get  away  from  a 
country  in  which  they  were  unwanted  or 
with  which  they  were  unhappy.  Many 
employers  in  the  United  States  hired 
them  because  they  would  accept  low 
wages  and  take  jobs  that  were  difficult 
or  not  very  glamorous. 

The  year  1924  marked  the  end  of  the 
large-scale  use  of  Ellis  Island  as  an  im- 
migration processing  center.  This  was  an 
outgrowth  of  protests  against  the  ethnic 
and  religious  make-up  of  immigrants 
then  coming  into  the  country.  Previous 
laws,  such  as  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act 
passed  in  1917,  excluded  Asian  immigra-

tion.  However,  by  1924  immigrants  us- 
ing Ellis  Island  consisted  of  many  east- 
ern and  southern  Europeans,  including 
those  of  the  Jewish  faith.  These 
strangers  were  feared  because  of  per- 
ceived racial,  social,  religious  and  politi- 
cal differences. 

Afterwards,  immigration  to  the 
United  States  was  controlled  by  a re- 
strictive quota  system  in  which  prospec- 
tive immigrants  were  processed  in  their 
own  countries  by  the  local  United  States 
Embassy.  In  1943  responsibility  for  Ellis 
Island  was  transferred  to  the  City  of 
New  York,  and  the  island  became  an 
immigration  center  as  well  as  a deten- 
tion center  for  enemy  aliens  until  its 
closure  in  1954.  From  1924  to  1954,  an 
additional  3 million  people  entered  the 
United  States  by  way  of  Ellis  Island. 

In  the  1980s,  money  was  raised  to 
restore  Ellis  Island  and  the  Statue  of 
Liberty.  The  Great  Hall  on  Ellis  Island 
became  a museum  dedicated  to  the  im- 
migrants who  came  through  and  were 
processed  there.  Today  Ellis  Island  is  a 
tourist  attraction,  part  of  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  National  Monument. 

The  commemorative  coins  used  to 
fund  the  restoration  have  remained 
popular,  although  they  have  decreased 
in  value.  They  provide  an  interesting 
memento  for  those  of  us  whose  ancestors 
found  freedom  in  their  journey  through 
Ellis  Island.  They  also  inspire  those  who 
seek  to  enter  the  United  States  to  find 
economic  and  personal  freedom  in  the 
face  of  current  calls  to  restrict  immigra- 
tion for  the  same  reasons  that  caused 
Ellis  Island  to  close  in  1924.

Jamaica  Coins  Honor 
a Native  Son 

MM 


aAK  amaica’s  1991-93  25-cent  pieces, 
1975-90  50-cent  pieces,  and  1987  silver 
$10  and  gold  $100  coins  commemorate 
that  nation’s  most  famous,  and  perhaps 
most  controversial,  native  son.  His 
name  was  Marcus  Mosiah  Garvey. 

Born  in  St.  Ann’s  Bay,  Jamaica,  on 
August  17,  1887,  Garvey  was  a descend- 
ant of  Jamaica’s  maroons,  fugitive 
slaves  who  left  the  island  plantations 
and  eventually  established  their  own 
permanent,  independent  communities. 
He  grew  up  surrounded  by  overt  racial 
bias:  whites,  blacks  and  mulattoes 
openly  discriminated  against  one  an- 
other. Garvey,  who  was  very  dark- 
skinned,  resented  the  way  he  and  others 
like  him  were  treated.  It  was  this  influ- 
ence in  his  early  life  that  ultimately  led 
him  to  power  in  America. 

Although  Garvey  attended  school  un- 
til he  was  about  14  years  old,  he  was 
largely  self-taught.  Through  the  appren- 
ticeship system,  he  became  a master 
printer,  which  is  how  he  got  his  first 
taste  of  politics:  at  18  he  participated  in 
a major  strike  in  Kingston. 

In  1910  Garvey  left  Jamaica  to  see 
the  world.  He  witnessed  racial  prejudice 
and  mistreatment  of  blacks  everywhere 
he  journeyed.  This,  coupled  with  his 
reading  of  Booker  T.  Washington’s  Up 
from  Slavery  in  1914,  led  him  to  resolve 
to  free  the  black  masses  of  the  world. 

That  same  year,  Garvey  founded  the 
Universal  Negro  Improvement  Associa- 
tion (UNIA)  in  Jamaica.  Its  purpose  was 
to  establish  an  industrial  and  agricul- 
tural school  similar  to  the  Tuskegee  In-

stitute  created  by  Washington,  whom 
Garvey  admired  and  emulated.  However, 
the  UNIA  did  not  attract  much  attention 
in  Jamaica,  so  Garvey  moved  its  head- 
quarters to  Harlem,  New  York,  in  1916. 

Again,  Garvey’s  efforts  were  met 
with  little  interest.  He  toured  38  of  the 
United  States,  and  saw  firsthand  the 
socio-economic  conditions  of  African- 
Americans.  He  returned  to  Harlem  in 
1917,  where  he  spoke  eloquently  on  sub- 
jects of  importance  to  his  audience.  His 
often-fiery  speeches  inspired  many  ur- 
ban African-Americans  and  West  Indian 
immigrants  to  join  the  UNIA. 

Soon  after,  he  was  shot  by  a man  who 
thought  Garvey’s  promises  of  a bright 
future  for  blacks  were  lies.  The  incident, 
given  much  press  coverage,  led  to

overnight  acclaim  for  Garvey  and  fur- 
ther advanced  his  cause. 

In  1918  his  followers,  called  Garvey- 
ites,  started  a weekly,  militant  newspaper, 
Negro  World  (Garvey  was  editor-in-chief). 
In  its  15-year  run,  its  stories  of  black 
heroes  and  Africa’s  rich  culture  and  his- 
tory reached  some  200,000  readers.  Gar- 
vey used  it  as  a personal  forum  to  con- 
vince African-Americans  that  all  blacks 
should  return  to  Africa  to  unite  with 
black  Africans  in  overthrowing  white  co- 
lonial rule  and  building  a black  nation. 

The  Garveyites  built  Liberty  Hall  on 
138th  Street  between  Lenox  and  Sev- 


enth Avenues  in  Harlem  as  a meeting 
place.  It  was  here  the  Garvey  movement 
grew  from  one  established  to  create  a 
separate,  black  economy  into  a nation- 
alistic plan  for  resettling  Africa. 

Also  planned  was  the  Black  Star 
Line,  a steamship  company  meant  to 
link  black  communities  in  the  United 
States  and  the  Caribbean  and  to  trans- 
port African-Americans  to  Africa.  It  was 
to  be  crewed  entirely  by  blacks,  but  had 
one  white  captain.  In  1919  the  Black 
Star  Line  came  to  fruition. 

The  UNIA  continued  to  grow,  its 
membership  swelling  to  more  than 
4 million.  Members  poured  millions  of 
dollars  into  the  organization’s  coffers. 
This  money  was  used  to  set  up  the 
Negro  Factories  Corporation,  which 
managed  the  UNIA’s  all-black  busi- 
nesses. Among  them  were  groceries, 
restaurants,  laundries,  a printing  press, 
tailoring  and  hat-making  establish- 
ments, and  a factory  for  manufacturing 
black  dolls.  The  UNIA  also  established 
the  African  Orthodox  Church. 

Garvey  and  his  movement  peaked  in 
the  early  1920s,  but  the  success  was  not 
to  last,  nor  was  it  without  its  critics. 
Anti-black  groups,  as  well  as  other 
prominent  black  leaders,  derided  Gar- 
vey. In  turn,  Garvey  belittled  the  Na- 
tional Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Colored  People  (NAACP)  and  other 
groups  working  for  black  civil  rights  be- 
cause, in  his  view,  they  were  succeeding 
only  through  the  efforts  of  sympathetic, 
rich  whites  whose  goal  was  to  unite  the 
races  through  assimilation. 

The  UNIA  permitted  only  African- 
American  men  and  women  to  join.  Gar- 
veyite  children  were  assembled  in 
classes  and  taught  black  history,  racial 
pride  and  military  tactics.  Garvey  even 
approved  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  because 
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it  sought  to  keep  the  races  separate;  the 
Klan  supported  his  movement  for  the 
same  reason. 

Garvey’s  own  biases  and  careless 
management  of  business  affairs  ulti- 
mately led  to  his  fall  from  grace.  In  time 
he  tried  to  rid  the  UNIA  of  light-skinned 
blacks,  thereby  triggering  the  loss  of 
his  following. 

In  1923  Garvey  was  arrested  for 
mail  fraud.  It  seems  his  Black  Star  Line 
was  unseaworthy,  and  his  claims  of  its 
condition  and  purpose,  included  in  a 
prospectus  sent  through  the  mail,  were 
misleading.  He  was  convicted  in  1925 
and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  federal 
prison,  a $1,000  fine  and  court  costs.  An 
appeal  for  a retrial  was  lost,  and  Garvey 
began  serving  his  prison  term  in  an  At- 
lanta penitentiary. 

Upon  his  conviction,  the  UNIA 


splintered.  Garvey’s  second  wife,  Amy 
Jacques  Garvey,  tried  unsuccessfully  to 
hold  the  organization  together.  During 
his  imprisonment,  she  published  some  of 
his  writings.  Many  of  his  followers  cam- 
paigned for  his  release.  In  1927  Presi- 
dent Calvin  Coolidge  issued  a pardon, 
and  Garvey  was  deported  to  Jamaica. 

Garvey’s  subsequent  efforts  to  revive 
what  remained  of  the  UNIA  failed.  He 
died  of  a stroke  on  June  10,  1940,  while 
living  in  virtual  obscurity  in  London. 

The  movement  seemed  to  consume 
the  ambitious,  charismatic  Garvey  and 
become  the  focal  point  of  his  life.  Appar- 
ently, little  is  known  of  his  personal  life 
(I  encountered  only  one  reference  to  his 
second  wife,  and  no  mention  of  his  first 
wife,  children  or  his  parents’  names). 

Called  a lunatic  and  a traitor  by 
some  and  “Black  Moses”  by  others.  Gar- 
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vey  did,  despite  his  prejudices  and  negli- 
gence, inspire  his  followers  to  believe  in 
themselves  and  in  their  race.  And, 
although  not  one  person  was  ever  trans- 
ported to  Africa,  his  efforts  convinced 
millions  that  the  “dark  continent”  was 
indeed  their  home,  a land  of  greatness 
and  cultural  riches.  m 
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Collector  Spotlight

ber. He  is  accomplished, 
eager,  dependable  and 
willing  to  share  his  tal- 
ents for  the  good  of  the 
group.  Seeing  that  he  is  just  15  years 
of  age,  this  may  seem  an  overly  enthusi- 
astic description,  but  it  is  one  that  he 
has  earned. 

A resident  of  Livonia,  Michigan,  the 
high-school  sophomore  is  happily 
claimed  as  a member  by  several  clubs  in 
his  home  state:  the  Dearborn  Coin  Club, 
Northwest  Detroit  Coin  Club  and  Michi- 
gan State  Numismatic  Society  (MSNS). 
For  the  past  three  years,  Steven’s  name 
has  appeared  among  the  winners  in  both 
the  junior  and  adult  exhibit  categories  at 
MSNS  conventions.  His  award-winning 
exhibits  have  explored  numismatic  top- 
ics including  the  Arkansas  commemora- 
tive half  dollar,  error  coins  and  how  they 
are  produced,  and  ancient  and  modern 
artistic  trends  on  coinage.  Steven  also 
belongs  to  the  Florida  United  Numisma- 
tists, Central  States  Numismatic  Society, 
Combined  Organizations  of  Numis-matic 
Error  Collectors  of  America  and  Young 
Numismatists  of  America  (YNA). 

Since  joining  the  ANA  in  1991, 
Steven  has  improved  his  exhibiting 
skills  by  learning  and  becoming  involved 
in  the  judging  process.  He  is  certified  as 
an  ANA  exhibit  judge  in  a wide  range  of 
categories:  United  States  coins.  United 
States  paper  money,  Canadian  coins  and 


currency,  love  tokens,  nu- 
mismatic errors  and  nu- 
mismatic literature.  He 
was  an  exhibit  judge  at 
the  ana’s  104th  Anniver- 
sary Convention  in  Ana- 
heim in  August. 

Steven  did  not  go 
home  from  Anaheim 
empty-handed.  His  exhibit  “The  Influ- 
ence of  Art  Trends  on  US.  Coin  Designs” 
won  a first-place  junior  exhibit  award 
and  a third-place  adult  award.  Reflecting 
his  knowledge  and  understanding  of  er- 
ror coins,  his  display  “Unique  Example 
of  the  1942/1  Mercury  Dime”  took  a sec- 
ond-place junior  award.  Steven’s  “Se- 
lected Examples  of  How  Coins  Reflect 
Artistic  Trends”  not  only  took  a third- 
place  adult  award,  but  in  the  junior  com- 
petition captured  a second-place  award 
and  qualified  him  as  first  runner-up  for 
junior  best-in-show  honors. 

He  has  taken  time  to  contribute  arti- 
cles to  both  the  YNA  Digest  and  the 
Dearborn  Coin  Club  newsletter.  In  this 
year’s  ANA  literary  competition  for  jun- 
iors, Steven  won  the  first-place  Abe 
Kosoff  Memorial  Literary  Award  for  best 
essay  or  talk  on  a numismatic  topic. 

A winner  of  a scholarship  to  the  1995 
ANA  Summer  Conference  in  July,  Steven 
willingly  pitched  in  with  other  young  col- 
lectors to  help  at  the  annual  YN  benefit 
auction.  Proceeds  from  the  auction  will 
allow  several  more  YNs  to  attend  next 
year’s  conference. 

Steven  Roach  is  a young  man  with  a 
lot  to  give  to  the  hobby.  He  surely  will 
have  many  opportunities  to  do  so.  #

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Obituaries 

ROBERT  F.  KRIZ— LM  587 

Robert  Francis  Kriz  of  Merritt  Is- 
land, Florida,  died  on  September  16, 
1995,  at  Cape  Canaveral  Hospital  in 
Cocoa  Beach.  He  was  80  years  old. 

A retired  colonel  in  the  Army 
Ordnance  Corps,  Kriz  graduated 
with  honors  from  the  University  of 
Chicago  School  of  Business  and 
from  the  Chicago-Kent  College  of 
Law.  He  served  in  World  War  II 
and  the  Korean  War.  During  his  ca- 
reer, he  was  decorated  twice  with 
the  Bronze  Star  medal  and  once  with 
the  Army  Commendation  medal.  He 
also  was  the  recipient  of  the  Asiatic- 
Pacific  Campaign  medal.  World 
War  II  Victory  medal,  Korea  Service 
medal,  and  the  Republic  of  Korea 
Presidential  Unit  Citation. 


After  retiring  from  the  military  in 
1965,  he  worked  as  a logistics  man- 
ager at  the  Marshall  Space  Flight 
Center  in  Huntsville,  Alabama.  He 
also  was  a logistician  in  the  Apollo- 
Skylab  Programs  Office  at  Kennedy 
Space  Center. 

An  ANA  member  since  1964,  Kriz 
was  appointed  to  the  United  States 
Assay  Commission  in  1972  and  was 
honored  with  the  ANA’s  Medal  of 
Merit  in  1979.  He  won  the  How- 
land Wood  Award  in  1985  for  his 
exhibit  of  British  sovereigns,  and 
served  as  an  ANA  chief  exhibit 
judge  for  many  years.  Kriz  was  re- 
garded as  an  authority  on  detecting 
counterfeit  coins;  he  brought  this 
expertise  to  many  through  the  edu- 
cational seminars  he  conducted  for 
the  ANA  and  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police. 


WILLIAM  S.  FISCUS— LM  858 

William  S.  Fiscus,  owner,  founder 
and  president  of  Coins  & Stamps, 
Inc.,  in  Grosse  Pointe,  Michigan, 
died  on  August  19,  1995.  He  was  68 
years  old. 

Fiscus,  a World  War  II  Navy  vet- 
eran, was  active  in  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  for  56  years,  the  Naval  re- 
serves and  his  college  fraternity. 
Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon.  He  served  as 
treasurer  of  the  Detroit  Alumni  En- 
dowment Eoundation  and  was  work- 
ing as  vice  president  of  sales  for  the 
Huron  Steel  Company  of  Detroit  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  He  joined  the 
ANA  in  1957  and  was  an  enthusias- 
tic member  of  the  Grosse  Pointe 
Numismatic  Society. 

Fiscus  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Letly;  two  daughters;  two  sons  and

Ravaged  much  as  the  western  buf- 
falo of  that  same  age,  merely  several 
hundred  each  of  the  1869-72  and 
1877  Indian  Head  cent  business 
strikes  remain  in  Fine  through  Mint 
State  condition.  Even  the  lower- 
mintage  1909-S  Indian,  contempo- 
rary to  the  S-VDB  and  the  last  year 
of  issue,  was  more  widely  collected 
than  its  predecessors.  The  wildly 
sought  1909-S  VDB,  with  its  pro- 
portionately huge  surviving  number 
(easily  in  excess  of  425,000)  seems 
somewhat  “brontosaurian”  at  first, 
with  hundreds  to  every  collectable 
1869-72  and  ’77.  Divide  425,000  or 
more  by  the  several  hundred  each  of 
the  five  Indians,  and  the  plainly 
calculable  result  equals  the  essence 


of  two  distinctly  different  collect- 
ing eras,  each  a lasting  reflection  of 
its  style  and  times,  each  integral  to 
an  effective  understanding  of  the 
other!  A veritable  era  “eclipse,”  this 
clearly  is  a momentous  juncture 
as  the  two  meld  into  the  continuum, 
the  panorama,  of  small  cent  lore! 
The  classic  Indian  Head  cent  pro- 
vides the  link  (to  the  “Line”!), 
bridging  two  diverse  perspectives 
amidst  the  sweep  of  a rapidly  chang- 
ing scene. 

And  now  the  20th  century  is 
winding  down,  leaving  its  own  sign- 
posts for  all  to  see,  for  posterity. 
Well,  sometimes  perspective  out- 
distances reason  alone,  and  can  even 
include  “magic”  and  the  stuff  of 
dreams!  Our  century,  crowning  its 
numismatic  honoree,  fondly  will 
place  the  laurel  wreath  upon  the 


phenomenal,  transcendent  1909-S 
\T)B  Lincoln  cent. 

The  plain  wonder  of  the  self- 
defining S-VDB  simultaneously 
enchants  and  bellylaughs  as  resound- 
ingly today  as  ever  at  “bronto- 
saurian” numbers  and  the  logic  of 
“hundreds  to  one”  ratios!  Bearing 
the  likeness  of  the  great  and  good 
man,  the  progenitor  of  this  modern 
age,  these  cherished  pieces  have  re- 
mained everlasting  in  families,  and 
so  have  the  triumphant  stories  of 
discovery.  An  amused  Lincoln  him- 
self might  have  set  aside  a roll  or  two 
. . . perhaps  his  son  Robert  did!  A 
storytale  “Rosebud”  to  many  thou- 
sands, this  perfect,  bronze,  dated 
plaything  wrought  of  the  goddess 
Nuniisma,  this  answer  in  the  form  of 
a “rare”  coin,  we  all  might  find  in 
change  on  one  heck  of  a day  once

rite  of  passage! 

While  the  key-date  Indian  Head 
cents  of  the  19th  century  are  becom- 
ing rare,  the  1909-S  VDB  is  akin  to 
“ratified  air.”  When  the  drummer 
rolls  the  call  and  our  muster  is  read, 
this  enduring,  nostalgic  “century 
piece,”  this  grand  subject  of  count- 
less words  and  articles  and  smiles, 
this  hobby  icon,  will  be  at  the  fore, 
an  Americanism  in  itself,  a 20th-cen- 
tury, Lincoln-bearing  representation 
of  raw  hope  arising  from  freedom,  of 
joyful  participation  by  Everyman! 

Postscript 

My  father  had  some  “penny” 
gum  machines  during  the  late  ’50s, 
and  this  15-year-old’s  searches  of 
the  yield  produced  three  1909-S 


VDB  treasures.  I well  remember  one 
in  particular:  a textbook  chocolate 
brown  Extremely  Eine.  Upon  seeing 
the  obverse — and  before  checking 
the  reverse — I phoned  my  buddies 
Bobby  Click  and  Del  Brickser  and 
asked  them  to  come  over.  Once  they 
arrived  and  were  seated  at  the  bridge 
table  (and  probably  at  the  ritual- 
istic count  of  three!),  I turned  the 
coin  over,  saw  the  heavenly  VDB 
initials,  and  triumphantly  pro- 
claimed, “It  is  one!”  I was  thrilled, 
and  Bobby  and  Del  were  certain  that 
I had  been  chosen  by  providence, 
while  still  a teenager,  to  be  a lifelong 
coin  collector! 

Though  my  father  made  only  a 
modest  income  from  those  gum  ma- 
chines (a  sideline  to  his  regular  job 
as  a truck  driver/salesman  for  a linen 
supply  company),  he  had  a “feeling” 


about  me  and  coins.  Those  “coin 
collecting”  machines  were  magic  and 
my  key  to  the  future! 

And,  only  later  to  be  known,  my 
wife  and  collaborator,  Barbara, 
whom  I had  not  yet  met,  on  her  way 
home  from  school  occasionally 
would  buy  a tab  of  gum  from  my 
father’s  machine  at  a small  diner. 
No,  none  of  the  1909-S  VDB’s  came 
from  that  machine!  •

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Airtight  vs.  Open-Air  Preservation 


Proper  storage  oe  numis- 
matic treasures  is  essential 
for  the  preservation  of  their 
beauty  and  value  (and,  in  the  case  of 
one  of  this  month’s  letter-writers, 
quite  possibly  the  well-being  of 
a marriage). 

Q.  A while  ago,  I purchased  the 
bulk  of  a coin  estate  (largely  silver 
bullion  coins,  proof  sets  and  rolls). 
The  coins  had  been  stored  for  years 
in  a basement  safe  in  the  Northeast 
and  still  smell  strongly  of  mothballs, 
mildew  and  other  dank,  musty 
things.  I keep  them  in  a safe  in  a cli- 
mate-controlled room,  but  whenever 
I open  the  safe,  my  wife  threatens  to 
remove  the  coins  from  the  house. 
I’ve  tried  perfumes  and  air  freshen- 
ers in  and  around  the  safe,  but  noth- 
ing seems  to  work.  Can  you  offer 
any  suggestions? 

— R.H.,  New  York 

A.  You  might  try  changing  the  pack- 
aging, if  feasible  (put  the  coins  in 
plastic  tubes  or  paper  wrappers,  for 
instance).  Letting  the  coins  “air  out” 
on  a sunny,  breezy  day  might  do 
some  good  as  well.  Use  a private 
area  of  your  yard  and  set  everything 
on  a blanket  for  several  hours.  The 
results  might  surprise  you.  Exercise 
caution  with  this  method,  however, 
and  if  possible,  use  a fenced  yard  to 
assure  privacy. 

Q.  I have  a number  of  those  old, 
double  mint  sets  that  originally  came 
from  the  Mint  in  the  cardboard-and- 
paper  holders  that  often  cause  ton- 
ing. Most  were  purchased  at  the 
time  of  issue  by  my  father,  and  the 
coins  have  remained  in  their  original 


holders  for  the  past  40  or  50  years. 
Many  of  the  toned,  silver  coins  are 
especially  beautiful.  To  prevent  fur- 
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ther  toning,  I would  like  to  remove 
the  coins  from  the  holders  and  place 
them  in  inert,  airtight,  reasonably 
priced  holders.  What  options  do 
I have?

A.  For  those  unfamiliar  with  these 
sets,  I will  preface  my  answer  with 
some  background  information.  Be- 
tween 1947  and  1958,  the  United 
States  Mint  issued  coin  sets  that 
contained  two  of  each  date  and 
mintmark  released  for  circulation 
(the  logic  was  to  be  able  to  view 
both  the  obverse  and  reverse  of 
each  coin  at  the  same  time).  The 
coins  from  each  mint  were  placed  in 
separate,  cut-out  cardboard  holders 
that  were  covered  by  sheets  of  col- 
ored paper  (the  paper  was  glued  to 
one  side  of  the  cardboard  and  simply 
folded  over  to  cover  the  other  side). 
The  “magic”  ingredient  in  these 
sets  is  the  sulfur  in  the  paper  and 
cardboard,  which  often  causes 
coins  (particularly  silver  ones)  to 
tone  beautifully. 

Your  plan  to  remove  the  coins 
from  their  holders  to  prevent  further 
oxidation  is  a good  one.  Just  as  the 
sulfur  in  the  paper  has  given  us 


many  gorgeously  toned  coins,  it 
likely  will  ruin  some  pieces  that  are 
left  in  contact  with  it  for  too  long. 

My  first  proposal  is  the  most  ex- 
pensive, but  it  might  well  pay  for  it- 
self: have  the  best  coins  encapsu- 
lated by  a professional  grading 
service.  Most  of  these  services  have 
invested  a large  amount  of  time  and 
money  in  the  development  of  inert, 
reasonably  airtight  holders.  The 
grades  some  exceptional  pieces 
might  receive  could  very  well  justify 
the  cost  of  slabbing.  However,  you 
first  might  want  to  consult  someone 
who  has  expertise  in  grading  these 
coins,  because  slabbing  definitely  is 
not  inexpensive. 

A second  (and  less  costly)  option 
is  to  use  inert,  plastic  coin  cap- 
sules (Kointains™  is  one  particular 
brand).  The  two  pieces  of  the  cap- 
sule fit  together  to  form  a “shell” 
around  the  coin,  which  then  can  be 
placed  in  another  holder  (a  card- 
board, 2 X 2 -inch  holder,  inert  flip  or 
small  envelope,  for  example).  Long- 
term, capsule  storage  generally  is 
convenient  and  safe,  although  you 
have  to  remember  to  check  your 
coins  periodically. 

Standard,  stapled  cardboard  hold- 
ers are  another  option.  They  are 
even  less  expensive  than  capsules, 
though  not  as  airtight;  therefore, 
they  work  best  if  you  live  in  a rela- 
tively dry  part  of  the  countn\

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AUCTION  INSIGHTS 

BY  BOB  MERRILL 


The  Less  Things  Change, 
the  More  They  Remain 
the  Same 

One  of  the  banking  chains  in  Texas 
advertises  that  it  does  “Banking  the 
way  it  used  to  be,  except  for  com- 
puters and  stuff.”  Our  auctions 
are  like  that — they  are  constantly 
changing.  Some  months  ago  I wrote 
in  this  column  that  I often  was 
guilty  of  assuming  everyone  knows 
how  things  are  done  [“You  Can  Be- 
come a Better  Bidder,”  January  1994, 
p.  134],  but  at  the  ANA  sale  in  Ana- 
heim this  past  summer,  I received 
some  questions  that  deserve  to  be 
addressed  again. 

Some  time  ago,  we  quit  publishing 
prices  realized  on  “buy-backs.”  Con- 
sider this:  prices  realized  on  buy- 
back lots  are  rightfully  the  property 
of  the  consignor,  because  the  con- 
signor made  them.  Before,  if  you 
were  a bidder,  you  never  knew  if  it 
was  a real  sale.  Bidders  like  this 
change  because  it  does  not  give  them 
incorrect  information,  and,  as  a con- 
sequence, they  are  more  aggressive 
in  their  bidding.  For  consignors,  it 
means  higher  prices,  because  bidders 
are  more  confident. 

Earlier  this  year,  we  went  even 
further  with  this  by  instituting  the 
policy  that  consignors  could  no 
longer  bid  from  the  floor  unless  they 
paid  a higher  buy-back  percentage 
than  normal.  Their  reserve  bids 
would  be  executed  from  either  the 
“bid  book”  or  the  “podium  book.” 
(The  bid  book  represents  the  mail 
bidders,  while  the  podium  book  is  for 
floor  bidders  who  cannot  or  choose 
not  to  attend  the  auction  in  person.) 


Initially,  there  were  some  mixed 
responses  from  consignors,  which 
was  not  unexpected.  One  consignor, 
whose  pursuit  of  avarice  prohibits 
him  from  enjoying  even  a moment 
of  contentment,  told  me  he  liked 
this  as  a bidder,  although  it  was  un- 
fair to  him  as  a consignor.  (But  then, 
this  is  an  individual  who  spends 
money  he  doesn’t  have  to  buy  things 
he  doesn’t  need  to  impress  people  he 
doesn’t  know  . . . un-huh  . . . ) 

Again,  floor  bidders  like  this 
because  it  eliminates  abuses.  A legit- 
imate bidder  no  longer  faces  even 
the  remote  possibility  that  he  could 
be  run  up  on  a lot  by  a consignor. 
That  done,  we’ve  carried  this  one 
step  further.  Through  the  magic  of 
computer  technology,  a bell  now 
rings  when  a lot  is  bought  back  by 
the  bid  book  or  podium  book.  (No, 
we  haven’t  hired  someone  to  stand 
next  to  the  auctioneer  with  a bell  in 
hand — but  if  our  computer  breaks 
down.  I’ll  keep  that  in  mind).  This 
has  proved  to  be  very  interesting, 
because  as  an  auctioneer,  I get  to 
observe  bidders’  body  language 
when  the  bell  does  not  ring  on  a lot 
that  realizes  an  excessive  amount. 

All  these  changes  even  the  playing 
field  and  have  been  well  accepted  by 
an  overwhelming  majority  of  our 
consignors.  So,  the  next  time  you 
hear  a bell  at  a Heritage  auction, 
you’ll  know  the  lot  didn’t  sell.  (Now 
if  we  can  just  get  the  single  folks  on 
the  podium  to  think  about  auction 
bells  instead  of  wedding  bells.)  •

CURATOR’S  CORNER 

BY  ROBERT  W.  HOGE 


A Beautiful  Tetrad rachm 
of  Myrina  in  Aeolis 

Many  of  the  series  of  coins  struck  by 
ancient  Greek  city-states  are  entirely 
unrepresented  in  the  collections  of 
the  ANA  Museum.  This  was  the 
case  of  Aeolian  Myrina  before  the 
recent  donation  of  a splendid  exam- 
ple of  her  mid-2nd  century  B.C. 
wreathed  tetradrachm  issues  by 
Kerry  K.  Wetterstrom  of  Classical 
Numismatic  Group. 

Myrina  was  well-known  and  pros- 
perous in  antiquity,  largely  due  to 
the  control  it  exercised  over  the 
nearby  temple  of  Apollo  at  Gry- 
neium.  Along  with  many  other 
towns  of  western  Asia  Minor,  Myrina 
joined  in  the  minting  of  stephanophoroi 
— broad,  flat  coins  with  a prominent 
wreath  enclosing  the  principal  de- 
sign elements  of  the  reverse. 

These  tetradrachms,  struck  largely 
to  the  Attic  standard,  followed  the 
lead  of  the  “New  Style”  coinage  of 
Athens,  the  original  stephanophoroi. 
The  leading  city  in  Aeolis  striking 
these  coins  was  Kyme  (only  some 
5 miles  down  the  coast  from  My- 
rina), but  at  the  time  Myrina’s  coins 
probably  were  the  more  abundant. 

On  our  specimen’s  obverse  is  an 
effigy  of  Apollo  wearing  a laurel 
wreath,  with  ribbons  flowing  behind 
and  hair  dressed  into  three  braids 
or  ringlets.  On  the  reverse,  within  a 
laurel  wreath,  stands  Apollo  of 
Gryneium,  wearing  a laurel  wreath 
on  his  head  and  a himation  draped 
around  his  lower  torso.  He  holds  a 
patera  in  his  right  hand  and  a branch 
with  two  fdlets  in  his  left.  At  his  feet 
are  the  omphalos  and  an  amphora. 


Actual  Size:  32.8mm 

This  Hellenistic  tetradrachm  of  Aeo- 
lian Myrina  in  modern  western  Asiatic 
Turkey  (ANA  Museum  Accession  No. 

1 995.27. 1 ),  dating  from  circa  1 50  B.C., 
weighs  1 6.7 1 6g  and  has  an  axis  of  0°. 

To  his  left,  reading  downward,  is 
the  inscription  MYPINAIQN,  with  a 
delta-nu  monogram  (AJ). 

This  series  has  been  studied  and 
classified  by  Kenneth  S.  Sacks  in 
“The  Wreathed  Coins  of  Aeolian 
Myrina”  {Museum  Notes  30,  Ameri- 
can Numismatic  Society,  1985). 
There  are  at  least  46  issues,  of  which 
18  bear  obverses  of  the  “three- 
braided”  Apollo  head  type.  The  coin- 
age as  a whole  is  remarkable  for 
the  large  number  of  obverse  dies 
employed  over  a span  of  perhaps  no 
more  than  10  years.  (Sacks  recorded 
97  dating  between  160  and  145  B.C.) 

Part  of  Sacks’  Issue  22,  our  speci- 
men was  struck  by  “Obverse  19”  and 
an  unrecorded  reverse  die,  making 
this  the  eleventh  known  reverse  with 
this  obverse.  (Obverse  19  is  recorded 
paired  with  five  other  reverses  from 
Issue  22,  two  from  Issue  20  and 
three  from  Issue  19.)  A total  of  13 
reverse  dies  now  can  be  documented 
for  Issue  22.  The  ANA  coin  is  in 
Choice  Extremely  Fine  condition, 
no  doubt  cleaned  a bit  at  some 
time.  It  likely  was  part  of  the  great 
Kirikhan  1972  hoard,  in  which  at 
least  five  other  known  Issue  22 
pieces  were  found.  *
